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Ex-chiefs deny secret Hydro group 

Government will investigate ‘ fund-juggling’

. . . reports today 


Resources Minister Robert 
Williams disclosed Thursday 
that a secret committee of 
B.C. Hydro deliberately jug¬ 
gled funds over a two - year 
period to hide the true cost of 
Columbia River power proj¬ 
ects. 

He promised to name the 
committee members and to 
table the minutes of their se¬ 
cret meetings today. 

Williams dropped his bomb¬ 
shell in the Legislature 24 
hours after* Allan Williams 
(L—West Vancouver-Howe 
Sound) asked if such a secret 


committee existed and if the 
minister would make an 
investigation. 

Williams said Wednesday 
he was unaware of the com¬ 
mittee but promised to inves¬ 
tigate. 

in the middle of the oral 
question period Thursday, 
Williams rose quietly to re¬ 
port: "There was a secret 
committee made up of senior 
Hydro officials within Hydro 
which re-allocated costs re¬ 
garding the Columbia River 
Treaty.” 

He said he would review the 


matter further and added that 
"the names and all informa¬ 
tion should be tabled, but I’m 
not ready yet.” 

In Vancouver. Dr. Gordon 
Shrum, former co-chairman 
of B.C. Hydro under the So¬ 
cial Credit government, de¬ 
nied Williams’ charges. 

"I never heard of.any such 
committee and I don’t believe 
that any such committee ever 
existed,” Shrum said. 

"There wasn't anything in 
Hydro,” he said. "If there 
was anything in Victoria I 
know nothing about it.” 


And in Victoria, Dr. Hugh 
Keenleyside, former Hydro 
co-chairman with Shrum, said 
there w'as "no secret commit¬ 
tee of any kind.” 

Keenleyside said he 
wouldn't comment further 
until he had seen what Wil¬ 
liams said. 

However, he noted there 
were a "dozen” Hydro com¬ 
mittees involved in the proj¬ 
ect. 

Williams declined to give a 
figure on the amounts of 
money re-assigned to other 
government departments to 


hide th% Columbia costs, but 
said it would be much more 
than "the $17 million re¬ 
allocated to water resources. 
That $17 million was simply 
the waiter resources section of 
the refunnelling of the costs.” 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Scott Wallace (Oak 
Bay) called the disclosures 
"devastating.” 

"If the preliminary reports 
on this secret committee are 
true, this has to be a devas¬ 
tating indictment and a re-

The Princess Marguerite 
may soon be sailing again be¬ 
tween Victoria and Seattle —- 
under the provincial flag. 

There are indications the 
B.C. government soon may 
conclude a deal with Canadi¬ 
an Pacific and its real estate 
arm. Marathon Realty, for 
the purchase of the vessel and 
Marathon’s 10-acre parcel of 
land at Victoria’s Inner Har¬ 
bor. 

Doug Aitken, general man¬ 
ager of Marathon Realty, said 
in an interview from Van¬ 
couver Thursday that negotia¬ 
tions with the government are 
"going very well.” 

He wouldn’t discuss details 
"because I don’t think negoti¬ 
ations should be carried on in 
the press.” 

But he did say he will meet 
with government officials 
again some time next week. 

"The negotiations are held 
on a rather technical level 
right now, but hopefully we 
can conclude the deal very 
soon,” he said. 

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan has refused to com¬ 
ment on the negotiations, but 
a week ago he said the gov¬ 
ernment was looking at all 
aspects of operating the ferry 
service, and a decision would 
be made within two weeks. 

Purchase of the 10-acre 
property would be vital be¬ 
cause it accommodates the 
docking facilities. 

Two years ago, the city of 
Victoria began negotiating 
with Marathon for the pur¬ 
chase of the property and. at 
one point, agreement was 
almost reached on the basis 
of a purchase price of $1.2 
million. 

Then the provincial govern¬ 
ment stepped in and negotiat¬ 
ed for the purchase of the 
property. 

Meanwhile, the price has in¬ 
creased by 100 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to some estimates. 

Sea-Vic Co. Ltd., a private 
company which for months 
has been organizing to pur¬ 
chase the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite, can only sit by help¬ 
lessly, waiting for the prov¬ 
ince to make its move. 

Sea-Vic is a partnership of 
12 Seattle and Victoria bu¬ 
sinessmen, formed to re-es¬ 
tablish ferry service between 
the two cities. 

‘‘No one has been available 
to us," Capt. Ron Mullins of 
Seattle, organizer of Sea-Vic,

OTTAWA (CP) The de¬ 
cline of the Canadian dollar 
on foreign exchange markets 
demonstrates the strength of 
this country’s economy, not 
weakness, says Finance Min¬ 
ister John Turner. 

The Canadian dollar, which 
had been riding marginally 
ahead of the U.S. dollar for 
more than a year, slipped last 
week to just below parity. 

In New York Thursday, for 
example, 99 and 22-25th centte 
(U.S.) would buy a Canadian 
dollar. Expressed another 
way, it cost $1 plus 3-25ths of 
a cent Canadian to buy a U.S. 
dollar on foreign exchange 
markets. 

In the Commons Thursday, 
Jack Horner (PC-CrowToot) 
suggested the slip in exchange 
value means "the world has 
lost confidence in the Canadi¬ 
an economy” and therefore in 
the buying power of the dol¬ 
lar. 

Turner disagreed. He at¬ 
tributed the dollar’s decline to 


Canada’s deficit in trade and 
other financial transaction*, 
with other countries. 

The -deficit has developed 
because Canada is buying 
more from abroad than it is 
selling to foreign buyers. 


The fact that Canadians can 
afford to buy imports, while 
foreign buyers are spending 
less on Canadian goods, dem¬ 
onstrates that Canada is bet¬ 
ter off than other countries. 
Turner argued.

Chlorine gas threat 
‘appears to be over’ 


The threat of deadly chlo¬ 
rine gas escaping from four 
rail cars believed sunk in Ma- 
laspina Strait appears to be 
over. 

"The real danger has 
passed,” Des Allard, of the 
federal transport department, 
said Thursday. 

Allard said there had been 
no rejxnts of sightings of yel¬ 
low gas above the w'ater sur¬ 
face by aircraft and vessels 
which began searching the 
area aft&r a barge carrying 
the rail cars overturned early 
Wednesday. 

Liquid chlorine turns into 
gas in waters of less than 231 
feet in depth and escaiies to 
the surface. 

Allard said there are now 
no plans to evacuate the 1,100 
residents of nearby Texada 


Island because of the threat 
of chlorine gas blowing over 
the mining community. 

Elizabeth McKay, a store 
clerk in Vananda, said Thurs¬ 
day no one on the island 
seemed "panicky” about the 
possibility of the gas escap¬ 
ing.

Tories, newest polls 
wild about Thatcher 


LONDON (UP1) - The Con¬ 
servative party resoundingly 
confirmed Margaret Thatcher 
as its national leader Thurs¬ 
day in a ceremony warmed 
by the results of a poll that in¬ 
dicated it had taken over as 
Britain's most popular politi¬ 
cal party. 

More than 600 Conservative 
members of Parliament, lords 
and ladies and rank-and-file 
members gathered, at a Lon¬ 
don hotel for die routine con¬ 
firmation procedure. 

A Gallup poll published by 
the Daily Telegraph gave the 
Conservatives a 4-per-cent 
lead over Labor in a survey of 
British voters. The same poll 
a month ago gave lqbor a 
Hla-per-cent lead. 

Conservative party lawmak¬ 
ers selected Mrs. TTiatcher 
nine days ago as leader, mak¬ 
ing her the first woman in 
Britain to hold the position of 
party chief.’ 

Thursday afternoon’s as¬ 


sembly at the Europa Hotel 
greeted her with thunderous 
applause and unanimous con¬ 
firmation. 


TORONTO (CP)—For the 
first time in more than a 
year, the Canadian dollar has 
been worth less in foreign ex¬ 
change markets than the 
United States dollar, despite 
the snarp drop in the value of 
U.S. currency in relation to 
major European currencies. 

Exchange market special¬ 
ists expect that this currency 
level of par or just below par 
with the U.S. dollar will con¬ 
tinue throughout 1975. 

Ten months ago the Canadi¬ 
an dollar traded at a pre¬ 
mium of more than four cents 
to the U.S. dollar and reached 
a 16-year high of 104.36 cents 
U.S. in the third week of 
April, 1974. 

By the turn of this year, the 
Canadian dollar had fallen 
below the 101-cent mark. 

At the beginning of this 
month, the spot price tell to 
below' par for the first time in 
14 months. 

Howere,. at noon Thursday, 
the value of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar had risen slightly above 
the U.S. dollar. 

One reason given for the 
movements was that interna¬ 
tional money traders had be¬ 
come suspicious of U.S. and 
Canadian currencies when 
central banking authorities 
pumped money into the sys¬ 
tem to combat economic hard 
times. 

Short-term interest rates 
began tumbling in North 


America and that lessened the 
incentive to place money in 
the United States or in Can¬ 
ada. There was also uneasi¬ 
ness about the effect on the 
North American economy of 
high rates of inflation. 

The greater weakness in 
Canada’s currency is also re¬ 
lated to a heavier dependence 
on export trade. Slumping 
prices' of many natural re¬ 
source products, coupled with 
a, major slowdown in automo¬ 
tive trade, are expected to 
contribute to a 34-billion defi¬ 
cit in Canada’s balance of In¬ 
ternational payments this 
year. 

So far, there has been little 
sign of any massive effort by 
the Bank of Canada to halt or 
even slow the decline of the 
Canadian dollar. 

When a country’s currency 
rises in value against that of 
its foreign customers, its ex¬ 
ports automatically cost more 
and its imports less. The re¬ 
verse is true when the cur¬ 
rency’s value falls. 

Canadian exports are al¬ 
ready faltering under the im¬ 
pact of a- deepening U.S. eco¬ 
nomic recession. The actual 
volumes shipped are down, 
and the prices for some natu¬ 
ral resource exports are down 
even more. 

Particularly, the slump in 
the auto industry is biting into

Rocket-sapellite destroyed 

$30 million writeoff 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. 
(UPI) - An Atlas Centaur 
rocket carrying the seventh 
Intelsat IV communications 
satellite into orbit hurtled out 
of control moments after 
launch Thursday nigh* and 
space agency authorities de¬ 
stroyed the $30 million mis¬ 
sion in a ball of fire over the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Henry Slone, project man¬ 
ager of Atlas Centaur, said 
the malfunctions on the craft 
began two minutes and 20 sec¬ 


onds after the 6:33 p.m. lift¬ 
off. 

"It appears everything was 
normal up to the booster cut¬ 
off,” Slone said. Then, he 
said, "several things went 
wrQng" with the rocket which 
caused it to tumble wildly out 
of control. 

Slone said when it became 
apparent the tumbling could 
not bo corrected and the mis¬ 
sion was lost, the air force 
range safely officer destr >yed 


the rocket for safety reasons. 
He said every rocket contains 
destruction charges which can 
be triggered in the event it 
goes out of control. 

The remains of the rocket 
and the communications sat¬ 
ellite tumbled into the Atlah- 
tic after the explosion. Cape 
officials said the debris fell 
into the ocean about 500 mile* 
downrange from the Cape at 
a point north and east of the

I’D BE frankly surprised if you couldn't 
buy a new for used) automobile cheaper in 
Vancouver than here on our Island. Extra 
shipping charges plus the fact Vancouver 
dealers obviously buy in much greater quan¬ 
tity, which surely gives them some sort of 
price break from the manufacturer. 

And I would be just as surprised if any¬ 
body went shopping for a new auto with the 
idea of paying the listed sticker price. Dicker 
is th^name of the game, my friends, dicker. 
If that list price says four grand, then you 
offer S3,500 and see what happens. It can 
become a very tenuous contest, a battle of 
wills, but a good shopper will get the car of 
his choice for something less than that listed 
price. 

IT’S A GAME. a ritual and the dealer, 
more often than not, is prepared to play the 
game. It is no different, really, than the 
game union-management plays. We demand 
40 per cent, hoping to get 22 per cent. 

There is another factor weighed by the au¬ 
tomobile buyer - service. He knows that by 
purchasing a new car from a dealer in Van¬ 
couver. his warranty will still be honored by 
the comparable dealer here in Victoria. But 
he also knows fhat the pure service isn’t like- 
lv to be as good. Stands to reason, human na¬ 
ture sort of thing. So in the long i-un he is 
further ahead buying locally. 

YES, I think new car prices are too high 

any place in Canada, any place in the 
United States. U.A.W. demands have caused 
a fair piece of the high price and so have the 
pollution devices that have yet to prove thai 
they are significantly reducing the amount of 
pollution going into our air. 

In Canada we have the wet end of the 
stick because of our Liberal government’s 
deal with the auto manufacturers. You might 
recall the 17 per cent tariff was removed a 
few years back, which should have meant we 
would be buying at the same price as our 
t'.S. neighbors.

Dear Doctor: At what 
age do you suggest a child be 
spanked? In other words, how 
old should a child be to under¬ 
stand the meaning of a scold¬ 
ing or a light slap on the bot¬ 
tom or hand?—J.B. 

The age of four is usually 
considered the age at which a 
child understands the mean¬ 
ing of a scolding. But there is 
no particular age for spanking 
- if it has to be done at all 
You might be surprised to 
know the number of children 
who are raised without the 
need for spanking. 

On this question, there are 
no hard and fast guidelines. 
Much depends on the tem¬ 
perament of the parent and 
the child’s response to dis¬ 
cipline. 

For a serious misdemeanor 
such as running into the 
street, playing with matches, 
or committing some act that 
is truly destructive or harm¬ 
ful to the child or to others, 
spanking may be in order. 
But it must follow immediate¬ 
ly upon the offence to be 
meaningful. Don’t wait till 
daddy comes home several 
hours later.

But a 
secret committee did exist 
within B.C. Hydro to work on 
the question of re-allocating 
costs of the Columbia River 
Treaty separate from the 
costs picture for the Columbia 
Treaty projects.” 

The minister said several 
government departments 
were involved and the 
amounts involved will "prove 
considerable.” 

Social Credit leader William 
Bennett (South Okanagan), 
whose father W. A. C. Bennett 
was premier at the time of 
the alleged secret committee 
meetings, said he had no 
knowledge of a special com¬ 
mittee assigned to covering 
up Columbia costs. He ap¬ 
peared unperturbed by the 
charges. 

Social Credit adviser Dan 
Campbell, a cabinet minister 
at the time the committee 
was supposed to be holding its 
regular meetings, also denied 
any knowledge of the commit¬ 
tee’s existence. 

Said Tory Wallace: "It

OTTAWA (CP) The Sen¬ 
ate was told Thursday that 
nothing is more cold-blooded 
than the “judicial murder 
that takes place when a man 
is sentenced to die.” 

Senator Harper Prowse <L- 
Alberta) was opposing vehe¬ 
mently Senator Louis Robi- 
chaud’s (L-New Brunswick) 
private bill that would limit 
Ihe cabinet’s power to com¬ 
mute death sentences. The 
bill would restrict commuta¬ 
tion to cases where a judge or 
jury recommended clemency, 
or when a jury was divided on 
clemency. 

Prowse, a lawyer, rejected 
Robichaud‘s contention that 
capital punishment is a deter¬ 
rent to murder. 

"If you think the monsters 
who killed those people down 
in Moncton would have been 
stopped by any kind of legis¬ 
lation .. . you are living in a 
dream world.” 

He was referring to the 
shooting deaths in December 
of two Moncton policemen. 

Prowse said he has no sym¬ 
pathy for murderers “but let 
us not confuse vengeance with 
justice.” 

Senator Sidney Buckwold 
t ^Saskatchewan) also op¬ 
posed ihe bill, which he said 
could “quite possibly result in 
an innocent man going to the 
gallows.” 

However, “there is no doubt 
that the prevailing mood of 
the country is reflected in the 
bill we have before us.” 

“It is time that we asked 
the government to take a look 
at this whole situation,” Buck¬ 
wold said. 

In 1968, Parliament sus¬ 
pended capital punishment for 
all but murderers of on-duty 
policemen and prison guards. 
The last hanging was in 1962 
and all death sentences ex¬ 
cept one with a final decision 
still pending - have been 
commuted by the cabinet. 

Rene Vailloncourt is sche¬ 
duled to be hanged in May for 
the 1973 killing of a Toronto 
policeman. 


Senator Henry Hicks 
(L-Nova Scotia) supported the 
bill “with some reluctance, 
but nevertheless a very sin¬ 
cere sense of duty and respon¬ 
sibility.” 

Hicks said, however, that

The bombing came hours 
after the chairman of the 
Irish Republican Socialist 
Party, 19-year-old Hugh Fer¬ 
guson, was shot to death. He 
had been hit in the head, 
chest and legs by a hail of 
bullets which also wounded a 
three year-old boy in the arm.

Vatican warns 
theologian 
to toe the line 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) — 
Pope Paul Thursday warned 
Swiss theologian Hans Kueng, 
who once said “I refuse an 
absolutist totalitarian pa¬ 
pacy,” to stop teaching his 
liberal views. 

The Vatican's sacred con¬ 
gregation for the doctrine of 
the faith, the successor to the 
medieval inquisition, said in a 
l^atin-language statement 
Kueng’s view that popes are 
not necessarily infallible con- 
f 1 i c t e d with established 
church doctrine. 

The congregation, acting on 
direct orders from the pontiff, 
said it confined itself “for the 
time being” to warning 
Kueng. But it said the opin¬ 


ions he expressed in the books 
Die Kirche (The Church) and 
I'nfehlbar Line Anfrage (In¬ 
fallible? A Question) were 
very dangerous. 

"Despite the gravity of 
these opinions . . . this congre¬ 
gation, on instructions from 
the Supreme Pontiff Paul VI, 
for the time being warns 
Prof. Hans Kueng against 
continuing to teach these opin¬ 
ions and reminds him that ec¬ 
clesiastical authorities en¬ 
trusted him with the task of 
teaching sacred theology in 
the spirit of the doctrine of 
the church, and not opinions 
demolishing or questioning 
thai doctrine,” the statement 
said.

CIA director William Cblby

Cblby told an open congres¬ 
sional hearing that “these last 
two months have placed 
American intelligence in 
danger.” 

News reports and official 
investigations have made 
overseas agents fear for their 
lives, sent CIA morale into a 
nosedive, and frightened 
firms away from accepting 
CIA contracts, Colby said. 

“The almost hysterical ex¬ 
citement that surrounds any 
news story mentioning 
CIA . . . has raised the ques¬ 
tion whether secret in¬ 
telligence operations can be 
conducted by the United 
States,” Colby said. 

Colby was particularly criti¬ 
cal of the New York Times, 
w'hich printed on Dec. 22 the 
first alleged disclosures of il¬ 
legal CIA domestic spying. 

Colby said Times reporter 
Seymour Hersh “mixed and 
magnified two separate sub¬ 
jects” — legal activities and 
"those few activities" that 
might have been illegal. 

"The sensational atmo- 
sphere surrounding in¬ 
telligence, however, encour¬ 
ages oversimplification and

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Inept performance 


npHE GOVERNMENT, says a news dispatch from 
1 Ottawa, should be in a position by the end of 
March to plan some sort of strategy against the as¬ 
sault of inflation. By that time the schedule of 
meetings with business, labor and professional 
groups to discuss the national dilemma will have 
been completed. But there is no assurance from 
any quarter that anything tangible has resulted 
from these talks so far. 

The only visible proof that the government is 
attempting to find weapons with which to meet 
inflation is in the presence of an inflation secretar¬ 
iat on Parliament Hill. One of its number is an in¬ 
formation director. But he i$ forbidden to comment 
on the progress of discussions in the eight meetings 
held so far. 

These highly secret meetings constitute what 
is known as Phase One of the government's anti¬ 
inflation campaign, if it deserves such a descrip¬ 
tion. When the meetings are over at the end of 
March it is presumed the government will proceed 
with Phase Two. But Finance Minister John 
Turner^ who is nominally the man in command, 
won’t say when that will be and certainly not what 
measures are contemplated — if any. 

The purpose of the government’s meeting with 
business and labor, according to Mr. Turner, was to 
discover “a consensus,” a useful word in any politi¬ 
cal delaying operation. And it is pointless to specu¬ 
late as to its meaning in the current context. 

All the public has been told of planning is that 
if finally an anti-inflation program is developed It 
will be voluntary. That is to say business and labor 
will be invited to mount some sort of resistance to 
rising production costs, although the government 


promises no guidelines. Obviously the government 
Is anxious to avoid any suggestion that controls 
should be attempted because that was the Conser¬ 
vative Party’s proposal the electorate repudiated at 
the last general election. 

And yet, controls there certainly would be, vol¬ 
untary or otherwise, in any organized resistance to 
inflation in which management and labor participa¬ 
ted. 

It may be significant that the government es¬ 
timates for the new fiscal year contain a 7 per cent 
allowance for wage and salary increases. (B.C. 
wages were up an average 16 per cent in 1974.) 
But it would be unwise to assume it has the 
slightest intention of even attempting to impose 
such limitations in contract settlements, in spite of 
Treasury Board President Jean Chretien’s promise 
of “tough” bargaining with the civil service. In 
fact, there is a special fund in the Treasury Board 
budget to cover settlements above 7 per cent, un¬ 
disclosed, but reputed to be in the neighborhood of 
$100 million. It could well be more. 

Although Mr. Turner is making a fine show of 
diligent planning — Prime Minister Pierre Tru¬ 
deau, with all his background as a trained econo¬ 
mist, stays out of the picture — the impression an 
observer gets is one of indecision and confusion and 
a reluctance to come to grips with the enemy. 

The probability seems to be that, as is so 
frequently the case, Phase One of the anti-inflation 
study will recommend a further examination of the 
problem in Phase Two, and so on to Phase Three, by 
which time perhaps the embarrassment will have 
dissipated. The government’s performance in this 
national crisis has not been impressive and de¬ 
serves no applause. 


Coastal zones 


TN CARACAS LAST SUMMER, the United Na- 
1 tions-sponsored Law of the Sea Conference moved 
perceptibly, although only slightly, toward general 
agreement on a 200-mile economic control zone for 
coastal states. One major development was the So¬ 
viet Union’s abandonment of earlier opposition to 
such a zone. It came out for a 200-mile zone in 
which the coastal states should set reasonable 
terms for fishing, and under an international con¬ 
vention would have rights to dispose of all the 
resources within the limits. All traditional interna¬ 
tional freedoms such as navigation, overflight and 
scientific research, however, would be retained. 

The United States also budged in the same di¬ 
rection and expressed willingness to agree to a 
12-mile outer limit for territorial seas (instead of 
the old three-mile limit) and a 200-mile outer limit 
for the economic zone, “provided it is part of an ac¬ 
ceptable comprehensive package.” That package, 
U.S. special ambassador John Stevenson made 
clear, must at least contain guarantees of freedom 
of navigation, permission for fishing in the coastal 
waters by foreign fleets and compulsory third- 
party arbitration in any disputes. 

The next session of the conference will open in 
March in Geneva, and again there are strong 
doubts that the participating nations will move all 
the way to agreement on the sharing or control of 
maritime resources. But it is reasonable to expect 


that once more there will be progress, however lit¬ 
tle. 

Tending to encourage this belief is a Christian 
Science Monitor report that the U.S. Congress 
seems ready this year to extend its own control of 
fishing off U.S. coasts to 200 miles. The U.S. State 
Department position, according to the Monitor, has 
been that there should be no such action, because 
other nations might follow it by declaring 200-mile 
control over all navigation; action should await the 
signing of a new international treaty. 

But if the United States now appears likely to 
impose its own 200-mile fishing limit (as several 
other countries have already done) then it may be 
assumed that still more states will stake out the 
broader fishing rights, leading to an international 
need for uniformity in rights and regulations, and 
thus giving a push to the negotiations. 

Whether the other nations will ever agree to 
Canadian proposals is another question. Canada 
has agreed that the 200-mile limit would suit the 
geographical situations of most countries but that 
there are others including Canada with conti¬ 
nental margins in places far exceeding this distance 
where fish stocks should be nationally managed. 

But again, if the United States should unilater¬ 
ally impose a 200-mile fishing control limit, Canada 
might set wider limits in the areas concerned with 
some hope that they would be respected.

Hunger in the United States 


In preparing various drafts 
of President Ford’s response 
to the overwhelming vote in 
Congress rejecting his pro¬ 
posed increase in the cost of 
food stamps, his aides in¬ 
voked the word sacrifice. In 
this grave national crisis, we 
must all be ready for some 
sacrifice. 

For those at the bottom of 
the heap, sacrifice means try¬ 
ing to make a little money 
last a little longer. It means 
going hungry at the end of the 
month when food stamps have 
run out and the Social Securi¬ 
ty payment is exhausted. 

Just how many people in 
the United States are hungry? 
In a column on the rise in the

cost of food stamps, I put the 
figure at 30 million to 40 mil¬ 
lion. This was challenged by 
Edward J. He km an, adminis¬ 
trator of the food and nutri¬ 
tion service in the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. That fig¬ 
ure was too high. 

Nutrition specialists I have 
talked with put it conserva¬ 
tively at 10 million to 20 mil¬ 
lion. That is in itself a shock¬ 
ing figure for a nation that 
until the onset of the reces¬ 
sion was regarded as having 
the highest standard of living 
in the world.

by. How much of the hunger 
is actual malnutrition, it is 
difficult if not impossible to 
know. But Hekman’s claim 
that with the school lunch pro¬ 
gram, food stamps and other 
forms of food assistance there 
is virtually no hunger in 
America cannot be substan¬ 
tiated. 

The most damning contra¬ 
diction is that there are an es¬ 
timated 34 million to 39 mil¬ 
lion families and single per¬ 
sons eligible for food stamps. 
The number now getting them 
is 17 million, representing a 
jump of nearly two million in 
the latter weeks of 1974, much 
of it resulting from the addi¬ 
tion of Puerto Rido. 

★ ★ ★ 

Thus only half of those eligi¬ 
ble by reason of income, 
many close to the poverty 
level, are benefitting from the 
food-stamp plan. And this is 
true in spite of stem prodding 
from the Congress to seek out 
eligible individuals and break 
some of the constricting red 
tape that makes qualification 
difficult. 

Speaking of sacrifices, an¬ 
other Ford proposal would cut 
a small slice off the budge¬ 
tary deficit at the expense of 
those at the bottom of the 
heap, the great majority the 
elderly. In accord with a cost- 
of-living increase, Social Se¬ 
curity payments will go up in 
mid-year by 8.7 per cent. The 
president is asking Congress 
to make this 5 per cent in¬ 
stead of the 8.7 required by 
law. 

It’s hard tq translate this 
into penury or downright po¬ 
verty and the desperate busi¬ 
ness of eking out existence on 
too little, but here’s a try. The 
lowest Social Security pay¬ 
ment is $93 a month, the 
highest $316, the average $186. 
If the increase required by

law goes into effect, it would 
mean an additional $84 a year 
for the pensioner on the 
average allowance. 

That seems little enough, 
but as reports from around 
the country show it could 
mean difference between 
hunger in the last week or 10 
days of the month and just 
enough to get by. Twenty mil¬ 
lion Americans over 65 are on 
Social Security. Approxi¬ 
mately 20 per cent have no 
other income. It must go for 
rent, food, clothing, transpor¬ 
tation with little or nothing 
left over. 

Day-to-day reports from 
around the country tell of the 
old, the poor, the lonely bare¬ 
ly hanging or not hanging on. 
As prices of just about every¬ 
thing go up, it is increasingly 
hard to stretch that Social Se¬ 
curity check. 

Social Security is such a 
mammoth operation that 
rumors of its trouhles are 
deeply disquieting.' To offset 
those rumors, former HEW 
administrators in both Repub¬ 
lican and Democratic ad¬ 
ministrations recently voiced 
their faith in the system. 

★ ★ ★ 

A measure of its scope is 
seen in the savings that would 
accrue if Congress should 
hold the increase to 5 per 
cent. The figure is $2.6 billion, 
the difference between the $6 
billion for the 8.7 hike and $3.4 
billion at the Ford rate. 

There is little inclination in 
Congress to comply with the 
president’s request. Those 20 
million old folks have a vote 
and as statistics show they 
are more likely to go to the 
polls than the young. 

Aside from cynical consid¬ 
eration of politics, that $84 a 
year and what it could mean 
in barely making it will be in 
the minds of many members 
of Congress.

Nuclear advances

The Soviet Union has confirmed that it is thrusting ahead 
with the peaceful use of nuclear technology by blasting a 50,000 
cubic metre underground reservoir to store gas condensate. So¬ 
viet experts say that this new nuclear method cuts construction 
costs to one-third, reduces the expenditure of metal to one-tenth 
and the territory needed to one-two-thousandth. It also shortens 
the time needed for construction and improves the quality of 
gas condensate thus stored. 

Storing gas condensate presents special problems. It is an 
unstable and volatile chemical which makes its transport and 
storage dangerous as well as difficult. The special thick-walled 
steel containers that hold it consume large quantities of metal. 
Besides, a wide margin of land near the tanks has to be left 
uninhabited because of the risks of explosion. Therefore, an un¬ 
derground storage area carved out with nuclear bombs is a 
particularly successful alternative. 


Back in Canada in 1954, she 
headed west. In Europe she 
had been asked "What about 
the Rockies?” so she decided 
to get a first-hand view.

"They offered me a job. I 
stayed nine years!” 

She was fired in 1965 by 
James Johnston, the new na¬ 
tional director, who blamed 
her for low morale and news 
leaks during the election cam¬ 
paign. She subsequently be¬ 
came part of the Camp group 
that engineered the demand 
for a leadership convention.

John Meisel, head of the de¬ 
partment of political science 
at Queens, hired her as his 
administrative assistant.

But these and other details of Soviet experiments in peace¬ 
ful uses of nuclear explosions, contained in an article by Igor 
Dmitriyev in the weekly New Times are designed to show two 
things. First, that Soviet technology in peaceful uses erf 
nuclear energy is not just empty talk. 

Dmitriyev’s article does not disclose the location of the new 
gas reservoir. But discussing technical aspects of the matter he 
says that data obtained from these and other experiments 
suggest that emphasis should be placed on the use of explosi¬ 
ons in a series, with several nuclear devices detonated at once. 
He claims that in the course of experimental blasting, Soviet 
engineers have solved many practical problems and have 
proved that such uses are highly economical owing to the low 
cost of the nuclear explosive and the compactness of devices. 


Another very interesting and daring experiment described 
by the New Times article concerns the proposed 112.5 kilo¬ 
metre-long canal along the Pechora-Colva divide. The purpose 
of this canal is to divert the water of Pechora River to the Cas¬ 
pian Sea where the water level is falling and creating ecologi¬ 
cal and economic problems. In recent years the water level has 
fallen by 2.5 metres due to various factors, such as climatic 
changes, greater use of water and the construction of water 
reservoirs on the Volga, Kama and other rivers. Experts have 
warned that if the present trends continue, the Caspian Sea 
water level will fall by another 1.7 metres by the end of this 
century. 

The digging of the canal presents technical as well as eco¬ 
nomic problems because it has to be deep and it passes through 
a 65-kilometre rocky stretch. Apparently the Russians have 
carried out three nuclear blasts on the route of the proposed 
canal and now estimate that use of nuclear blasting will cut 
construction costs by two-thirds or more and complete the job 
faster. 


The New Times article, however, says that more careful 
experiments and studies are required before resorting to the 
widespread use of nuclear blasting. One is the problem of radi¬ 
ation. Another is of seismic and other effects. Radiation of at¬ 
mosphere is not the only problem. Even underground explo¬ 
sions can contaminate subterranean water, oil, gas and other 
minerals which may have to be extracted and used later. But 
Dmitriyev asserts that "the experimental underground explo¬ 
sions carried out in our country have shown that radiation safe¬ 
ty can be reliably ensured.” 

As for the economic factors, the Soviet expert’s view is that 
the greater the scale on which nuclear energy is applied, the 
greater will be the economy and efficiency ratio. He also dis¬ 
courages using nuclear energy for smaller projects where the 
economic benefits of replacing traditional technology are only 
marginal. But it is obvious fhat the Soviet Union is now con¬ 
fidently poised to make more nuclear blasts involving earth- 
moving projects.

What would she like to do if 
she became prime minister?

Eddie Goodman for whom 
she worked in the 1965 cam¬ 
paign as well in the CIC de¬ 
scribed her as "the most pro¬ 
digious worker I have ever 
seen. She can get along on 
three hours of sleep and then 
she is up and going again. She 
can think and plan and is will¬ 
ing to do the leg work too.” 


She is working on her 
French. She spent last sum¬ 
mer with one of the Tremblay 
families in Quebec. Her hosts 
"couldn't get over me. I was 
a Conservative and they had 
never been a Conservative. 
There was no hostility, only 
curiosity.” 

Flora’s supporters are ec¬ 
static about Margaret 
Thatcher’s dramatic victory 
in the U.K. It gives the lie to 
Dalton Camp’s recent column 
suggesting that politics is a 
male preserve. 

Jack Homer, a potential 
rival for the top job, has a dif¬ 
ferent interpretation. "I am 
utterly amazed,” he said 
"that Flora Macdonald and 
some people in the press gal¬ 
lery are taking some satisfac¬ 
tion from Margaret 
Thatcher’s recent successes 
in Great Britain. Basically, 
those who support Flora 
should, in fact, be disheart¬ 
ened because Flora is a so¬ 
cialist conservative and Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher’s success 
tends to convince me that 
there is a swing back to true 
conservative philosophy.”

But Flora has another 
arrow in her quiver—flier rela¬ 
tion with the press. Carefully 
cultivated from her days as 
party secretary, she counts 
powerful people among her 
friends. She is capable of 
the same kind of dramatic 
press buildup that launched 
Pierre Trudeau on his meteo¬ 
ric rise to the position of 
Queen’s first minister. 

Flora may not be the Tory’s 
Tory as Margaret Thatcher 
was. But with friends in high 
places, friends at the grass 
roots, good press and the sta¬ 
mina of an Amazon, she will 
be in t h e race for a photo 
finish.

• Bargained and threatened strike action to gain exces¬ 
sive salary increases over and above the cost of living. 

• Unashamedly spent a considerable amount of money 
and time in supporting a political campaign to elect an NDP 
government in British Columbia. 

• After successfully helping elect the NDP to power 
they are now making them pay the piper. Also, they had the 
effrontery to present a complete piece of legislation which, if 


enacted, would give the teachers of this province almost 
complete control of education in British Columbia. 

• Now, with complete disregard for the serious econom¬ 
ic situation in which we find ourselves.

Landing or taking off from civil airports here or at 
Shiraz, passengers may catch sight of a dozen or so of Iran’s 
F-4 Phantoms, lined up. casually, for all the world to see. 

This omission of the usual Middle Eastern secrecy is one 
of Iran’s ways of asserting its new strength, the militauy 
power by which it intends to protecl its-new wealth and its 
stake in the future. 

The one thing most foreigners have heard aboul Iran's 
military force is-the price tag of Shah Muhammed Reza 
Pahlevi’s purchases in the United States 84 billion worth 
during each of the past two years according to some ac¬ 
counts. It’s between 85 billion and 86 billion, according to 
others. 

In any ease, quantitatively it's more than the United 
Stales ships to Israel, and enough to supply Iran with eight 
squadrons of F-4s and 100 F-5s, plus 80 of those superexpen- 
sive F-MAs The Shah had to bail out Grumman Aircraft 
Corporation with an 880-million loan to maintain deliveries. 


In addition, the Shah is interested in the new low-priced 
lightweight FY-16s and 17s. and is toying with an order for 
300. He has been getting Phoenix and Maverick missiles. 
TOW-wire guided antitank missiles, and most other newdy de¬ 
veloped weapons, along with 500 U.S. military experts to 
teach their use. Also Spruance class destroyers and Huey and 
Cobra helicopters. 

What foreigners have not heard is w’hy the Shah needs, 
or thinks he needs, this eostlv arsenal. 

Apart from the requirements of national prestige, the 
Shah believes that, while Eurqpe and North America may 
be enjoying a period of detente with the Soviet Union, he is 
more than ever threatened. 

The threat is not direct since the Soviet Union maintains 
officially cordial diplomatic and trade relations with Iran. It 
is felt indirectly through Iraq and Afghanistan. Iran's neigh¬ 
bors to the west and east, through pressure on Persian Gulf 
sheikhdoms, and by way of political and ethnic subversion, in 
Iran and elsew here. 


Iraq is. aftpr Syria, the Soviet Union's principal Middle 
Easl bastion, its gateway, in a manner of speaking, to the 
Persian Gulf and the Indian Ocean. 

The Shah, therefore, attributes Iraq's truculent refusal to 
settle border problems to the Soviet Union, and he steadfastly 
supports the dissident Kurds fighting in Iraq’s northern 


mountains against Iraqi efforts to suppress them. Lately he 
has allowed Iranian artillerymen to accompany some heavy 
guns sent over the border to help the Kurds . 

The Shah also offered assistance to Kuwait when that 
rich but small sheikhdom came under Iraqi military pres¬ 
sure. 

At the other end of the gulf, the Shah has for the past 
\ear maintained a force of 3.000 men in Dhofar. the southern¬ 
most province of Oman, which is threatened by insurgents 
operating with Soviet arms out of the People's Republic of 
South Yemen. 


And the sheikhdoms between these northern and southern 
extremities have been given to understand that the Shah is 
their guarantor, that he will not. tolerate any coup or revolu¬ 
tion that would bring to power any semblance of the Raathist 
regime of Baghdad or the Marxist-Leninist radicals of Aden. 

Part of the means for enforcing Iranian paramountcy is 
based on the formerly Arab islands of Abut Musa and the 
Greater and lesser Tunbs. occupied in 1971, and an Iranian 
la\v that will lay claim to the right to inspect shipping pass¬ 
ing through the Strait of Hormuz for possible pollution of gulf 
waters. 

The subversion threat has taken the form in the last few 
years of several assassinations, including that of an Ameri- 
• can colonel, threats to the Shah, and occasional guerrilla- 
style operations in Khuzistan. 


The Shah worries also about Soviet encouragement for 
the aspirations of the Pushtus of Afghanistan who claim that 
the North West province of Pakistan should be joined to 
Afghanistan because it is inhabited by Pushtus. 

Not that the Shah cares much about the Pushtus one wav 
nr the other. His concern is that if Afghanistan were incited 
by the Soviet Union to'solve tlvis problem by force, it would 
bring India into the conflict in support of Afghanistan and 
oblige Iran to go to war with India in support of Pakistan. 

Almost as firmly as in the case of the gulf sheikhdoms, 
therefore, the Shah has made himself a guarantor of the in¬ 
tegrity of Pakistan. 

It may be understood from the foregoing that the Shah is 
worried not only about the MIG-'23s and 25s that have been 
flying over his territory from Iraq, and the most recent 
delivery of Scud long-range Soviet missiles to Iraq, but about 
India’s Soviet*spon sored arms buildup.

While the industrialized 
Western- world wallows in a 
flood of unsold automobiles, 
the Communist nations are 
tooling up to build and sell 
more cars than ever in 1975. 

In Czechoslovakia, more 
than 100,000 persons are on a 
waiting list for 1975 model 
cars — mostly Soviet and 
Czech models. Car sales are 
expected to be up* 20.000 to 
170,000. 

Expansion of production of 
the Czech Skoda car that 
costs between $4,500 and 
$5,000. is planned. 

beliveries of cars to Soviet 
citizens is expected lo reach 
700,000 this year compared 
with 125.000 sold in the 
U.S.S.R. four years ago. That 
compares with 895.000 cars 
sold in the United States in 
1915. 

The big Fiat plant in the .So¬ 
viet Union is expected to 
reach its 660.000 car annual 
capacity this year, officials 
said. Production of Soviet 
autos in 1974 was 1.2 million, 
up from 916,000 in 1973. 

Car production lagged last 
year in most of the major in¬ 
dustrial nations, with sales off 
more than 20 per cent in Bri¬ 
tain and France. 13 per cenl 
in Japan, long a growth mar¬ 
ket. 

Sales in the U.S. were down 
24 per cent Iasi year. 

In East Germany, auto ex¬ 
ports to Western nations are 
expected to decline this year 
because of the worldwide car 
sales malaise. The Trabant 
model car retails in East. Ger¬ 
many for $3,530. 

A new car plant is being 
built in Poland where 40,000 
cars were imported last* year 
from other Communist coun¬ 
tries when production of 
133.000 Polski cars sold out at 
home. 

The Persian Gulf nations 
forecast a 20-per-cent in¬ 
crease irt car sales this year. 
An assembly planl in Lebanon 
making Fiats turns out 1,000 
cars a month and can’t meet 
"demand. 

Import sales of luxury cars 
and compact models are 
booming, but the market is- 
limited. In Saudi Arabia, for 
example, sales are expected 
to be up 20 pei* cent, but with 
a population of just eight mil¬ 
lion, it cannot be considered a 
major export market. 

Throughout the Communist 
nations and in the Middle 
East, had roads and a short¬ 
age of service facilities and 
parts serve to limit an auto 
boom. 


With its large operations in 
the Soviet Union and Poland. 
Fiat is knee-deep in ventures 
with the Communist nations. 

Fiat President Giovanni Ag¬ 
nelli says there is little room 
for sales growth in Western 
Europe, Japan or the U.S. But 
there was good potential for 
increasing sales in Latin 
America and the non-indus- 
trialized nations. 

But General Motors. Ford 
and Chrysler have signed ex¬ 
port agreements estimated at 
$150 million to provide cars 
and trucks to Cuba through 
their Argentina subsidiaries 
in the next three years. 

GM Argentina has linked a 
$20 million contract w’ith Cuba 
lo sell the Communist nation 
6.000 taxicabs by 1977. 

GM. which has an Opel as¬ 
sembly plant in Iran, has an¬ 
nounced plans to build an as¬ 
sembly plant in Saudi Arabia, 
and Ford Motor Co. i^ known 
to hatfe held discussions with 
Egyptian officials concerning 
production operations there. 

General Motors began dis¬ 
cussions last year with the So¬ 
viet Union concerning a possi¬ 
ble role for the U.S. auto 
giant in developing a large 
truck production unit in Si¬ 
beria. 

However, in Syria, the Com¬ 
munist government severely 
limits auto imports, and auth¬ 
orities impounded 30,000 new' 
cars which had been spirited 
into the nation from Lebanon 
where they were stolen last 
year.

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Montreal’s answers satisfy Olympic body . 


AP, Reuter 

LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
(CP) — The International 
Olympic Committee an¬ 
nounced Thursday night the 
1976 Summer Games will go 
on in Montreal as planned, 
with only minor modifica¬ 
tions. 

The IOC' executive board 
spent five hours questioning 
the Montreal Organizing Com¬ 
mittee about soaring casts 
and strikes that have set the 


construction program months 
behind schedule. 

Afterwards, Lord Killanin, 
president of the IOC, told a 
news conference: “On the evi¬ 
dence presented to us today, 
and with the good will and 
support of the people of Que¬ 
bec and Montreal, 1 have no 
doubt that the Olympic build¬ 
ing^ will be completed in 
ample time . . . and the Olym¬ 
pic Games will open in Mon¬ 
treal on July 17, 1976.’’ 


Fears that the Olympics 
would be reduced in size, or 
even transferred elsewhere, 
were dismissed on all sides. 

Montreal Mayoi .lean Dra- 
peau, the driving force behind 
the planning of the Games, 
said the oity planned to finish 
the building of the main stadi¬ 
um and swimming pool on a 
basis of 60 working hours a 
week, but if the work again 
fell behind schedule, overtime 


labor could be used or extra 
work gangs called in. 

Meanwhile, Montreal plans 
to' save money by housing all 
the equestrian competitors at 
Bromont, 50 miles from the 
city, near the site of the 
equestrian events. Previously, 
it was planned to house them 
in the main Olympic village 
in downtown Montreal and 
ferry them back and forth. 

There were hints also that 
the IOC has doubts that the 


ornate translucent roof of the 
stadium will be finished in 
time for the Olympics. 

Drapcau insisted “the roof 
will be installed in April and 
May, 1976.” 

Lord Killanin commented 
“a roof is not necessary for 
the Olympics.” 

The over-all budget for the 
Games, out at $310 million 
only last October, is now 
around $650 million an in¬ 


crease of more than 100 per 
cent in four months. 

The IOC, which has been 
reported deeply concerned 
over the sudden change irr the 
budget figures, is to tighten 
its liaison with the Montreal 
organizing committee between 
now and "the Games. 

It plans to send a member 
once a month to check on 
progress. Killanin himself 
plans to go there in April. 

Roger Rousseaq» commis¬ 


sioner general of the Games, 
insisted there had never been 
any real doubts about Mon¬ 
treal’s ability to go through 
with them. 

”At one time we did have 
doubts that we would be able 
to stage them quite in the way 
we had been planning,” he 
said. “Those doubts are now 
dispelled. We are back to a 
normal situation. 

Drapeau, asked what assur¬ 
ance he had that there would 


he no more strikes which 
would hold up construction 
work, replied: "The spirit of 
the workers allows us to be¬ 
lieve that there will not be 
any more serious strikes.” 

He said there had been pub¬ 
lic statements by the workers 
that they did not want to be 
held responsible for spoiling 
the Games and said it was a 
matter of pride for them tha! 
the installations should hr 
completed on time.

The best is yet to come. 

That is the way frustrated steelheaders have been looking 
at things this week. 

The hoped-for thaw that would have sent river levels up 
to good steelheading conditions didn’t materialize. Instead, 
there has been a slight thaw which raised river levels very 
little, before cold weather set in again on Thursday. But 
there have been some fairly bright spots. 

Steelheaders drifting the Koksilah in boats have picked 
up a few fish, but it is a tough river to drift and some boats 
have overturned. Cowichan River, which maintains a fishable 
level because it is fed by Cowichan Lake, has been producing 
a few in the Riverbottom areas. It seems a few more fish are 
getting up the Cowichan now. 

The Nanaimo River rose a foot, and early in the week 
there were a few steelhead being taken. Then it turned cold, 
and the river levels dropped again. 

“Not too good.” is the report from steelheaders in Alber- 
ni galley. 

In the Cbmox-Campbell River area, there is still plenty of 
snow in the bush and access to the rivers is tough along log¬ 
ging roads. 

★ ★ ★ 

Victoria-Constance Banks-Esquimalt waters are still the 
best bets for chinook anglers, who are averaging about 1.4 
fish to a boat. It’s less than the 1.5 average for Saanich Inlet, 
but nearly all the Victoria fish are big enough for the King 
Winterfish Contest five pounds or heavier. 

Last weekend. 220 boats checked off Victoria waterfront 
had 195 chinooks, 95 jack Chinooks, 15 chinook grilse and six 
coho grilse. In Saanich Inlet, 274 boats checked had 49 
chinooks, 19ti jacks, 1231 chinook grilse and GO coho grilse. 

Off Oak Bay the average has been a healthy 1.3 fish to a 
boat with 80 boats recording 53 ahinooks, 37 jacks. 16 chin¬ 
ook grilse and four coho grilse. Off Sooke the average has 
been 1.4 fish to a boat with 74 boats recording 34 chinooks, 54 
jacks. 19 chinook grilse and two coho grilse. 

The few fishermen checked in Sidney waters have also 
averaged 1.4 fisli to a boat, with 15 boats reporting 10 
chinooks, five jacks, four chinook grilse and two coho grilse. 

Beachcomber Marina at Northwest Bay reports some 
good chinook fishing. 

At Cowichan Bay. anglers are still taking chinook by 
casting off the wharves. Bold Bluff is producing some for an¬ 
glers mooching or trolling very deep. Blues are being taken 
around Tent. Thetis and Kuper Islands and in Chemainus Bay 
mooohers are using live herring along the log booms to get 
chinooks.

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WASHINGTON (AP)- 
Charles H. Morin, National 
Gambling Commission chair¬ 
man, said Thursday the ar¬ 
guments against legalized 
sports betting by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the nation’s ath¬ 
letic organizations have not 
been convincing. 

Morin, a Waslungton attor¬ 
ney, said, however, neither he 
nor the other commission 
members have made any de¬ 
cision in their investigation of 
sports gambling^in the United 
States. 

Witnesses representing pro¬ 
fessional and amateur sports 
testified during hearings by 
the commission that legaliza¬ 
tion of sports gambling would 
have dire effects on their 
games. 

“Their arguments are not 
convincing to me,” said 
Morin. “They say they can 
live with illegal betting but 
not with legal betting. 

“What becomes shockingly 
clear is the lack of informa¬ 
tion,” he said. “No one here 
knows the extent of gambling 
in the United States.’’ 

Testimony received by the 
commission thus far has in¬ 
dicated the gambling dollar 


volume to range from $1 bil¬ 
lion estimated by Las Vegas 
handicapper Jimmy “the 
Greek” Snyder to $39 billion 
estimated by the justice de¬ 
partment to $100 billion es¬ 
timated by Kelso Sturgeon, 
author of “Guide to Sports 
Betting.” 

Morin said the commission 
has contracted with the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan to conduct 
what he described as the first 
extensive survey on sports 
wagering in the United States. 

“We hope they will provide 
us with who gambles, how 
much, where the money 
comes from, what the volume 
is, its link to organized 
crime,” he said. “No. one has 
done this before. We will be 
fortunate if they get us the 
answer by the end of the 
year.”

• If the defending team in¬ 
tercepts in its own end zone, 
and the passing team is 
assessed a penalty for rough 
play or unnecessary 
roughness, the penalty will be 
applied from the accepting 
team’s 10-yard line. 

• When a ball carrier is 
grounded and in the judgment 
of an official has no intention 
of trying to advance, the play 
will be called dead. 

• When the ball changes 
hands in the last three min¬ 
utes of either half, time will 
not start until the snap of the 
ball on the next play. 

• The ball will be de¬ 
clared dead, even if it is in 
bounds, if it touches a player 
who is out of bounds. The ball 
will belong to the last team 
touching it before it hit the 
out-of-bound player. 

• A field goal will be 

good even if the ball is 

touched by a player of either 
team before it crosses the 

scrimmage line, or is touched 
by a defending player after it 
crosses the scrimmage line, 
proriding it goes through the 
uprights and above the cross 
bar of the goal posts. 

• Corner posts marking

TOULOUSE — Two women 
detained under guard in a 
psychiatric clinic near here 
Thursday were at the centre 
of a natbnwide storm which 
could see intervention from 
French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing. 

The women, Anne Portal 
and her daughter Marie- 
Agnes. are the two survivors 
of a gendarme assault last 
month on their crumbling 
family mansion near Mon- 
tauban from which this aristo¬ 
cratic family defied both 
courts and security forces for 
more than two years. 

Last of line 

Mrs. Portal's son Jean- 
Louis, part of the Portal line, 
died during the assault. Me 
was shot, police officials said, 
when he opened fire on the 
gendarmes. 

The two women were taken 
to a psychiatric hospital here 
and an official report to the 
courts from two psychiatrists 
reportedly has described 
them as "irresponsible and 
dangerous.” 

Anne anil Marie-Agnew Por¬ 
tal thus risk spending the rest 
of their lives in a mental insti¬ 
tution. When the report was 
made known, a sform burst 
across the media. 

Forced sale 

The Portals have become a 
household name in France. 
Their house and its 370-acre 
farm estate worth an -es¬ 
timated $360,000 — had been 
auctioned off at a forced sale 
for $46,000 to meet a contested 
unpaid debt of only $43,000. 

lire Portals refused to ac¬ 
knowledge the sale and bar¬ 
ricaded themselves in their 
mansion. There was a bi¬ 
zarre. Gothic element in the 
drama as in the dining room 
Ihey kept the coffin containing 
the body of Baron Leonce De 
Portal who died in March 
1973. 

Lost wills? 

Mis death came when the 
family was engulfed in an av¬ 
alanche of lawsuits, court 
hearings, allegedly lost wills, 
and what were claimed to be 
forged documents. 

Mrs. Portal, the baron’s 
second wife and 40 years his 
junior was at one time his 
housekeeper. She fought fier¬ 
cely in the legal battle. 

The attack on the mansion 
c ame last month after Jean- 
Loyise shattered the wind¬ 
shield of a tractor with a shot 
from a hunting rifle. 

One injured 

Muddled behind the tractor 
were two employees of the 
farmer who had bought La 
Fumede at a bargain price 
and was trying to farm the 
land. One man was slightly 
hurt. 

After the assault the two 
women were charged with 
"complicity in violence lead¬ 
ing to bloodshed.” 

A week ago, Marie-Agnes 
told a television interviewer: 
"My brother did not fire on 
the gendarmes. They have put 
us away to stop us talking.” 

When the results of the psy¬ 
chiatric examination became 
known, the Portals' lawyers 
said they would seek counter 
expert opinion on the women’s 
mental health and that their 
specialists would be drawn 
from outside the area of Tou¬ 
louse. . 

Two women 

The official report — which 
is still to be made public — 
means that the two women 
are considered mentally unfit 
to plead. 

But their lawyers are deter¬ 
mined to get the case to the 
courts so that, as they say, 
"the truth comes out." 

The lawyers 6aid a court 
hearing would be aimed not 
only at avoiding committal of 
the two women but also at 
shedding Mght on the circum¬ 
stances of the son’s death. 

Across the country, the 
media were throwing a glar¬ 
ing spotlight on the Portal af¬ 
fair. 

Front page 

Writer Jean Dutourd creat¬ 
ed a sensation with a front¬ 
page article in the mass cir¬ 
culation France Soir in whidh 
he drew parallels between the 
infamous Dreyfus espionage 
case at the turn of the century 
and the Portal affair. 

Dutourd’s article, which re¬ 
called the famous "J’Accuse” 
letter of Emile Zola in the 
Dreyfus case, said "The 
Dreyfus case was built up on 
false evidence. That the Por¬ 


tal affair is based on some 
odd doings is the least one 
can say . . .” 

The writer now has staged 
a second attack with an arti¬ 
cle headlined: "All Three 
Should Have Been Killed." 

In Le Monde, Bertrand Fes- 


sard De Foucault attacked 
what he called "the caging” 
of th£ two women and called 
on Giscard to intervene "in 
the name of the society which 
he wishes to change.” 

Commenting on Dutourd’s 
articles, Justice Minister Jean 


Lecanuet said, "Not everyone 
who wants to can lie a Zola" 
and stated that the justice 
ministry would, without pas¬ 
sion. seek the truth in the 
Portal case. He was tp meet 
with the lawyers of the two 
women today in Paris.

His suggestion for replacing 
Gilmour with another media¬ 
tion officer was rejected by 
Walker, who said it would be 
difficult to bring a new officer 
up to date with issues in the 
case.

Designation of an urban 
forest region, preservation of 
a greenbelt between Port 
Renfrew and Jordan River, 
and the creation of more pic¬ 
nic sites, parks and camp¬ 
grounds at the southern end 
of Vancouver Island’s west 
coast are recommended in d 
federal study released Thurs¬ 
day. 


The study, which covers 18 
miles along the west coast, 
was done by M. C. R. Edgell 
of the University of Victoria’s 
geography department for the 
Capital Region Board. It was 
financed by the Pacific Forest 
Jlesearch Centre, a federal 
fcgency. 

The report recommends 


that an urban forest region be 
established, similar to con¬ 
cepts used in Germany, Swe¬ 
den and Great Britain. 

The forest vegion - would 
take in all private forests, 
lands, regional parks and mu¬ 
nicipal parks within the Capi¬ 
tal Region’s boundaries. 

The report urges “firm con¬ 


trols over the use of privately- 
owned forest lands” within 
the urban forest region, ad¬ 
ding that adequate compensa¬ 
tion should be provided for 
any economic losses suffered 
by land owners as a result of 
strict controls. 

It recommends the appoint¬ 
ment of a forest planning of¬ 


ficer to be responsible for 
planning and co-ordination of 
forest use for recreation and 
economic purposes. 

The study says firrif con¬ 
trols over private forest lands 
are nothing new. In many Eu¬ 
ropean countries, such con¬ 
trols have been accepted for 
quite some time. 


Regarding the coast region 
between Jordan River and 
Port Renfrew, Edgell’s report 
says -the semi-w’ilderness will 
be visited by more and more 
residents of Greater Victoria. 

In 1973. the study says, 
44.500 people visited the 
various recreation facilities at 
Port Renfrew, an increase of 
35 per cent over 1972. 


Additional recreation facili¬ 
ties, such as campgrounds 
and picnic sites, should be 
provided by building short 
access roads to various points 
along the beach. 

The study says this would 
be preferable to having one 
continuous trail along the en¬ 
tire beach.

Volatile 
dynamite 
removed

An estimated 60 sticks of 
dynamite, which had deterio¬ 
rated to such an extent that a 
sharp rap on any one of them 
"could have blown up a city 
block,” were found Thursday 
in a shed on Helmcken Road 
near the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way. 

A Colwood RCMP officer 
said three boxes of the dyna¬ 
mite were discovered when 
RCMP went to the shed on in¬ 
formation received from the 
Victoria police force. 

The officer said some of the 
dynamite was “weeping,” a 
condition in which the nitro¬ 
glycerin in the dynamite 
bleeds to the surface. This 
condition can occur after dy¬ 
namite is left unattended for 
several months. 

The officer said an explo¬ 
sion that could have blown up 
a city block would probably 
have occurred if any of the

Composer 
dies at 71 

FLORENCE, Italy (UPI) — 
Composer Luigi Dallapiccola, 
a diminutive Italian who 
ranked among Europe’s most 
distinguished 20th Century 
musicians, died Wednesday 
after a heart attack. He was 
71. 

Dallapiccola’s operas The 
Prisoner and Night Flight 
stressed themes of liberation 
and reflected his humanist 
values. His prolific output in¬ 
cluded choral compositions, 
orchestral scores and 
chamber music.

Cornell wouldn’t quote 
prices Wednesday, but the 
Vancouver dealers did, des¬ 
troying their unanimity when 
two dealers dropped their ask¬ 
ing price and the other upped 
it.

' new" low prices apd Cor¬ 
nell’s first quote: $306. 

The “savings” on a Torona- 
do also grew in the second 
poll, from $297 in the first 
round to $305 in the second, 
when both Richmond’s Den¬ 
nison Chevrolet-Oldsmobile 
and North Vancouver’s Dick 
Irwin Chevrolet-Oldsmobile 
dropped their asking price 
from $8,035 to $8,027. 

Cornell reported an $8,332 
asking price for the car. - 

The distance between the 
Victoria price and the low 
Vancouver prices shortened 
when the dealers were asked 
about a 1975 Delta 88. 

Cornell’s $6,019 asking price 
w as $143 more than the three 
Vancouver dealers’ in the 
first poll, but Dennison and 
Dick Irwin upped their asking 
prices Ihe second time 
around, leaving Vancouver’s 
Wolfe Chevrolet-Oldsmobile 
with the lowest price (un¬ 
changed from the first poll). 

The difference between 
Wolfe’s “new low” and Cor¬ 
nell's price tag: $119. 


“Savings” on the Cutlass 
and Omega grew by $9 in the 
second round, when Van¬ 
couver dealers dropped their 
asking prices by that much. 

It was the same story all 
over again when the dealers 
were asked about the “other 
half” of their Chevrolet-Olds¬ 
mobile businesses. 

Cornell again wo^ld, not 
offer new quotes Wednesday, 
a refusal matched by one of 
the Vancouver dealers, 
Dueck. 

All Vancouver prices were, 
again, identical in the first 
poll. Again, they changed in 
the second round. 

Biggest jumps in “savings” 
were on Novas and Camaros, 
both of which has a first-time 
reported asking price in Van¬ 
couver which was $87 lower 
than’ Cornell’s quotes (of 
$4,108 and $4,503, respec¬ 
tively). 

Dick Irwin dropped prices 
in the second half of the sur¬ 
vey, increasing the difference 
on the Nova to $105 and on the 
Camaro to $106. 

On all other Chevrolet 
models, Dick Irwin again of¬ 
fered the lowest prices in the 
second survey. 

Of particular interest were 
the price quotes on the Vega: 
Cornell made the lowest offer 
in round one ($94 below' the 
Vancouver prices), but Irwin 
dropped from $3,409 to $3,261 
in the second half. 

It was enough to sink his 
price $54 lower than Cornell’s. 

The biggest difference be¬ 
tween the Victoria and Van¬ 
couver Pontiac prices in the 
second half of the Colonist 
survey was $115. 

Victoria’s Empress Pontiac- 
Buick’s $3,335 price tag on a 
new Astre was that many dol¬ 
lars below the three identical 
quotes obtained from Van¬ 
couver dealers for the same 
car. 

There w-as only $7 separat¬ 
ing the three from Empress’ 
first quote on the car. 

In fact, the Astre was the 
only Pontiac on which there 
was any differential in the 
first poll of dealerships: 
Empress’ quotes on the other 
five Pontiacs included in the 
survey were identical to those 
offered by the three Van¬ 
couver dealerships. 

Empress quoted low in the’ 
second poll on all models. 


though the Astre price tag 
was the only one significantly 
different. 

All other models showed a 
differential of less than $10.

M.V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes 




Wherever local ordinances 
permit, and you are in the 
mood for a little outdoor ac¬ 
tivity, a most useful qhore is 
to collect and bum garden 
rubbish. 

Fire is the great cleanser, 
as I have pointed out so many 
times before, and by burning 
all trash, twigs, diseased 
plant material and other rub¬ 
bish unfit for the compost 
heap, pockets of infection are 
destroyed, while the removal 
«of useless litter exposes slugs 
and woodlice to the birds. 

★ ★ ★ 

In managing your bonfire or 
incinerator, it is ywell to re¬ 
member that the ashes are 
well worth saving. 

While most of the nitrogen 
and much of the phosphate 
contained in the trash are dis¬ 
sipated into the air in the 
form of gases, the mineral 
salts are still there in the 
ashes, which are rich in pot¬ 
ash and some lime. 

A mixture of wood ashes 
and bone meal makes a mild, 
long-lasting fertilizer which is 
especially liked by peonies, 
strawberries, gooseberries, 


oriental poppies, pampas 
grass and in fact most plants 
which stay in one place for a 
long time. 

★ ★ ★ 

Wood ashes are easily 
leached out by rain, though, 
and will lose much of their 
value if exposed to the 
weather for any length of 
time. 

It is best to gather up the 
ashes and store them in a dry 
place under cover. I always 
keep a rain cover over my in¬ 
cinerator when it* is not in 
use. 

Ashes are not the only use¬ 
ful product from a garden 
bonfire, though, and I don’t 
think many home gardeners 
appreciate the value of char¬ 
coal and bits of charred wood, 
especially as an ingredient for 
houseplant potting mixtures. 

★ ★ ★ 

Charcoal is a most valuable 
addition here, as it tends to 
keep the soil sweet, absorbing 
and neutralizing toxic prod¬ 
ucts. 

Stagnant soil isn’t much of a 
problem with short-lived hou- 
seplants such as your potted 


spring-flowering bulbs — they 
aren’t in their pots long 
enough for the soil to turn 
sour — but I wouldn't dream 
of potting up any plant which 
is destined to remain in its 
pot or tub for more than a 
year without mixing some 
chaired wood or pure wood 
charcoal into the soil mixture. 

★ ★ ★ 

For the smaller house- 
plants, use about one table¬ 
spoonful of flake or small 
lump charcoal per pot. 

For general potting, two 
cupfuls of well-charred wood 
or charcoal per bucketful of 
soil. 

For plants w'hich require an 
abnormal amount of water — 
ferns, cyclamen, hydrangea 
— the danger of soil-souring 
is increased and the dosage of 
charcoal should be doubled. 

Charcoal and charred wood 
from the bonfire have many 
uses in the outdoor garden 
too. Sweet violets, violas and 
all primroses love the stuff, 
and pampas grass is an incur¬ 
able addict to both ashes and 
charcoal. 


It never occurred to me 
that lawns might benefit too, 
though, until I ran across a 
chapter in, The English Flow¬ 
er Garden, by Williaip Robin¬ 
son, a famous garden book 
written away back in 1883 and 
now in its 16th edition. 

Speaking of the spacious 
lawns characteristic of. the 
19th century English country 
estate, Robinson says: 

“Dress lawns once a year 
with a bushel of sal tmixed 
w'ith 14 bushels of wood ashes, 
not too much burnt, using for 
this purpose refuse, under¬ 
wood, waste faggots, old 
laurels and other condemned 
shrubs. 

“When you see the wood is 
consumed, spread the ashes 
abroad and cover them with a 
sprinkle of good soil. Break 
the charred wood small, do 
not sift, spread upon the lawn 
and roll it in.” 

This is, of course, much to 
heavy a dressing for the 
small lawn of today’s city 
home, but the general idea 
has a lot of merit, for much of 
stem from sour, stagnant soil, 
stem from sor, stagnant soil.

My respect for U.S. Sen. William 
Fulbright, which was high enough to 
begin with, on most counts, grew im¬ 
measurably upon hearing his “farewell 
address” to the U.S. National Press 
Club after 30 years of service in the 
senate. 

He disclosed then, that he had once 
asked the late President John Kennedy 
not to nominate ’ him as secretary of 
state, because he considered himself as 
“temperamentally unsuited” for the 
job. 

Here is a rare kind of man, and an 
even rarer kind .of self-appraisal. Most 
of us prefer to ignore our tempera¬ 
mental incapacities for certain jobs and 
functions. We imagine that because we 
have the skills and the knowledge and 
the experience, we are thereby fitted 
for the task. 

★ ★ ★ 

Yet it has been my observation over 
the years that temperament is the most 
im|H)rtant ingredient In many crucial 
posts and one that is too often ig¬ 
nored. both by those who proffer and 
those who accept such jobs. 

In our own time, perhaps no other 


American has been more qualified, both 
in intellect and in character, to be pres¬ 
ident than was Woodrow Wilson — yet 
he botched his job, both in war involve¬ 
ment and in the subsequent peace 
treaty, because of his unsuitable tem¬ 
perament, which was alternately too 
dependent and too arrogant at the 
wrong times. 

(You may remember, when Clemen- 
ceau heard about Wilson’s “14 Points,” 
the wily old Frenchman shrugged: “Le 
bon Dieu had only 10.”) 

★ ★ ★ 

Fulbright intuitively knew that he 
would be less effective as leader of the 
striped-pants corps than he was as an 
independent critic of U.S. foreign poli¬ 
cy. Essentially a loner, a thinker, and a 
constructive nay-sayer, he would have 
been a Samson in chains within the 
state department, threatening to bring 
down the whole edifice with his writh¬ 
ing. 

It has also been my observation that 
more men succeed by temperament 
than by talent, especially in those jobs 
where relating to people is the prime 
ingredient. 


A man cannot be dumb, but he need 
not be especially ^mart if he has a na¬ 
tive shrewdness and tact in handling 
people; whereas a far smarter man 
may come to catastrophe by overvalu¬ 
ing brains at the expense of other per¬ 
sonality factors. 

★ ★ ★ 

With his intellectual cast of mind. 
Sen. Fulbright recognized that he tends 
to be impatient with people, would 
rather talk than listen, and could never 
operate comfortably as “one of the 
boys” in a huge administrative bureau¬ 
cracy. 

(What a tragedy for the United 
States that John Foster Dulles never ob¬ 
tained the same insight into his tem¬ 
peramental incapacities, which distort¬ 
ed his thinking and froze U.S. foreign 
policy.) 

It is most tempting for a man of out¬ 
standing ability to imagine that sheer 
competence can surmount interpersonal 
obstacles, but it is a delusion. How we 
appear to others is what counts in exec¬ 
utive roles, and happy is that man who 
owns, and maintains, a realistic self- 
image.

NANAIMO — The incidence 
of venereal disease in the cen¬ 
tral Vancouver Island health 
unit area has been termed 
“an epidemic” by health unit 
director Dr. Peter Reynolds. 

In his annual report to the 
health unit boated, Reynolds 
said the number af cases of 
gonorrhea increased to 435 
cases in 1974, from 375 the 
previous year, and from only 
j 213 cases in 1970. However, 
the number of cases of syphi¬ 
lis decreased to 25 from 29 in 
the last two years. There 
were 14 cases in 1970. 

Reynolds said education, 
early detection and good re¬ 
porting are essential, “if we 
are to successfully combat the 
current epidemic.” 

He said the booklet Rhythm 


and Blues, published jointly 
by the B.C. education and 
health departments, “is a 
good book to be used in the 
field of education,” and has 
received full endorsement by 
the staff and board of the 
health unit. 

Reynolds has also called for 
a public outcry against what 
he termed the “alarming in¬ 
crease” in traffic deaths in 
the last two years. 

His report shows there were 
31 traffic deaths in the region 
in 1972, and an increase of 
nearly 100 per cent — to 60 
deaths in 1974. 

He said, however, that dur¬ 
ing 1974 some steps, such as 
reduced highway speed limits, 
stiffarpenalties for driving of¬ 
fences — particularly im¬ 
paired driviitg, have been 
taken which, he hopes, will 
serve to “curb this needless 


carnage on our highways.” 

However, traffic was not 
the chief cause of death in the 
district. The director said 
there were 1,000 deaths in all, 
and the principal causes were 
heart disease and cancer. 
More than 68 per cent of the 
deaths involved persons over 
60 years of age. 

* At. the same time, there 
were 1,780 births, an increase 
of 25 over 1973. 

But all was not bad in 
Reynolds’ report. 

The home care project, in¬ 
troduced in January last year, 
saves the taxpayers of the 
district thousands of dollars 
and made hundreds of bed- 
days available in acute care 
facilities at Nanaimo hospital, 
the report says. 

Under the plan, certain pa¬ 
tients are discharged from 
hospital earlier than they 


would have been normally, 
and receive nursing care in 
their homes. 

The number of patients who 
participated in the program 
during in 1974 was 241 but, 
Reynolds, said, the program 
accounted for 5,166 patient- 
days, a saving of 2,483 hospi¬ 
tal days. The cost was a per 
diem rate of $17 for the pro¬ 
gram, against $71 per diem in 
hospital. 

Reynolds also reported that 
there were no confirmed 
cases of rabies during 1974. 
Among several possible cases. 
It is the first rabies-free year 
during the six years Reynolds 
has headed the unit. 

The central Vancouver Is¬ 
land Health Unit covers the 
area approximately equal to 
the Cowichan, Nanaimo and 
Albemi-Cloyuquot regional 
districts.

Government will investigate ‘ fund-juggling’ 





Robert Williams 

. . . rejwrts today 


Resources Minister Robert 
Williams disclosed Thursday 
that a secret committee of 
B.C. Hydro deliberately jug¬ 
gled funds over* a two - year 
period to hide the true cost of 
Columbia River power proj¬ 
ects. 

He promised to name the 
committee members and to 
table the minutes of their se¬ 
cret meetings today. 

Williams dropped his bomb¬ 
shell in the Legislature 24 
hours after Allan Williams 
(L- West Vancouvev-Howe 
Sound! asked if such a secret 


cutpmittee existed and if the 
minister would make an 
investigation. 

Williams said Wednesday 
he was unaware of the com¬ 
mittee but promised to inves¬ 
tigate. 

In the middle of the oral 
question period Thursday, 
Williams rose quietly to re¬ 
port: "There was a secret 
committee made up of senior 
Hydro officials within Hydro 
which re-alloeated costs re¬ 
garding the Columbia River 
Treaty.” 

He said he would review the 


matter further and added dial 
"the names and all informa¬ 
tion should be tabled, but I’m 
not ready yet." 

In Vancouver, Dr. (Jordon 
Shrum. former co-chairman 
of B.C. Hydro under the So¬ 
cial Credit government, de¬ 
nied Williams’ charges. 

"I never heard of any such 
committee and I don’t believe 
that any such committee ever 
existed," Shrum said. 

"There wasn’t anything in 
Hydro,” he said. "If there 
was anything in Victoria I 
know nothing about it.” 


And in Victoria. Dr. Hugh 
Keenleyside, former Hydro 
co-chairman with Shrum, said 
there was "no secret commit¬ 
tee cf any kind.” 

Keenleyside said he 
wouldn’t comment further 
until he had seen what Wil¬ 
liams said. * 

However, he noted there 
were a "dozen" Hydro com¬ 
mittees involved in the proj¬ 
ect. 

Williams declined to give a 
figure on the amounts of 
money re-assigned to other 
government departments to 


hide the Columbia costs, but 
said it would be much more 
than "the $17 million re¬ 
allocated to water resources. 
That $17 million was simply 
the water resources section of 
the refunnelling of the costs." 

Progressive Conservation 
leader Scott Wallace (Oak 
Bay) called the disclosures 
"devastating.” 

"If the preliminary reports 
on this secret committee are 
true, this has to be a devas¬ 
tating indictment and a re-

The Princess Marguerite 
may soon be sailing again be¬ 
tween Victoria and Seattle 
under the provincial flag. 

There are indications the 
B.C. government soon may 
conclude a deal with Canadi¬ 
an Pacific and its real estate 
arm, Marathon Realty, for 
the purchase of the vessel and 
Marathon’s 10-acre parcel of 
land at Victoria’s Inner Har¬ 
bor. 

Doug Aitken, general man¬ 
ager of Marathon Realty, said 
in an interview from Van¬ 
couver Thursday that negotia¬ 
tions with the government are 
"going very well.” 

He wouldn’t discuss details 
"because I don’t think negoti¬ 
ations should be carried on in 
the press." 

But he did say he will meel 
with government officials 
again some time next week. 

"The negotiations are held 
on a rather technical level 
right now', but hopefully we 
can conclude the deal very 
soon," he said. 

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan has refused to com¬ 
ment on the negotiations, bul 
a week ago he said the gov¬ 
ernment was looking at all 
aspects of operating the ferry 
service, and a decision would 
be made within two weeks. 

Purchase of the 10-acre, 
property would be vital be¬ 
cause it accommodates the 
docking facilities. 

Two years ago, the city of 
Victoria began negotiating 
with Marathon for the pur¬ 
chase of the property and. at 
one r*>int, agreement was 
almost reached on the basis 
of a purchase price of $1.2 
million. 

Then the provincial gov ern¬ 
ment stepped in and negotiat¬ 
ed for the purchase of the 
property. 

Meanwhile, the price has in¬ 
creased by 100 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to some estimates. 

Sea-Vic Co. Ltd., a private 
company which for months 
has been organizing to pur¬ 
chase the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite. can only sit by help¬ 
lessly, waiting for the prov¬ 
ince to make its move. 

Sea-Vic is a partnership of 
12 Seattle and Victoria bu¬ 
sinessmen, formed to re-es¬ 
tablish ferry service between- 
the two cities. 

"No one has been av ailable 
to us."

OTTAWA (CP) The de¬ 
cline of the Canadian dollar 
on foreign exchange markets 
demonstrates the strength of 
this country’s economy, not 
weakness, says Finance Min¬ 
ister John Turner. 

The Canadian dollar, which 
had been riding marginally 
ahead of the U.S. dollar for 
more than a year, slipped last 
week to just below parity. 

In New York Thursday, for 
example, 99 and 22-25th cents 
(U.S.) would buy a Canadian 
dollar. Expressed another 
way, it cost $1 plus 3-25ths of 
a cent Canadian to buy a U.S. 
dollar on foreign exchange 
markets. 

In the Commons Thursday, 
Jack Horner (PC-Crowfoot) 
suggested the slip in exchange 
value means "the world has 
lost confidence in the Canadi¬ 
an economy” and therefore in 
the buying power of the dol¬ 
lar. 

Turner disagreed. He at¬ 
tributed the dollar’s decline to 


Canada’s deficit in trade and 
other financial transactions 
with other countries. 

The deficit has developed 
because Canada is buying 
more from abroad than it is 
selling to foreign buyers. 


The fact that Canadians c un 
afford to buy imports, while 
foreign buyers are spending 
less on Canadian goods, dem¬ 
onstrates that Canada is bet¬ 
ter off than other countries, 
Turner argued.

LONDON (UP1) - The Con¬ 
servative party resoundingly 
confirmed Margaret Thatcher 
as its national leader Thurs¬ 
day in n ceremony warmed 
by the results of a poll that in¬ 
dicated it had taken over as 
Britain’s most popular politi¬ 
cal party. 

More than H00 Conservative 
members of Parliament, lords 
and ladies and rank-and-file 
members gathered at a l.on- 
dun hotel for the routine con¬ 
firmation procedure. 

A Gallup ppll published by 
the Daily Telegraph gave the 
Conservatives a 4-per-cent 
lead over Labor in a survey of 
British voters. The same poll 
a month ago gave labor a 
14Va-per-cent lead. 

Conservative party lawmak¬ 
ers selected Mrs. Thatcher 
nine days ago as leader, mak¬ 
ing her the first woman in 
Britain to hold the position of 
party chief. 

Thursday afternoon’s as¬ 


sembly at the Europa Hotel 
greeted her with thunderous 
applause and unanimous con¬ 
firmation. 


TORONTO (CP)—For the 
first time in more than a 
year, the Canadian dollar has 
been worth less in foreign ex¬ 
change markets than the 
United States dollar, despite 
the sharp drop in the value of 
U.S. currency in relation to 
major European currencies. 

. Exchange market special¬ 
ists expect that this currency 
level of par or just below par 
with the U.S. dollar will con¬ 
tinue throughout 1975.. 

Ten months ago the Canadi¬ 
an dollar traded at a pre¬ 
mium of more than four cents 
to the U.S. dollar and reached 
a 16-year high of 104.36 cents 
U.S. in the third week of 
April, 1974. 

By the turn of this year, the 
Canadian dollar had fallen 
below the 101-cent mark. 

At the beginning of this 
month, the spot price fell to 
below- par for the first time in 
14 months. 

Hovvere, at noon Thursday, 
the value, of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar had risen slightly above 
the U.S. dollar. 

One reason given for the 
movements was that interna¬ 
tional money traders had be¬ 
come suspicious of U.S. and 
Canadian currencies when 
central banking authorities 
pumped money into the sys¬ 
tem to combat economic hard 
times. 

Short-term interest rates 
began tumbling in North 


America that lessened the in¬ 
centive to place money in the 
United States or in Canada. 
There was also uneasiness 
about the effect on the North 
American economy of high 
rates of inflation. 

The greater weakness in 
Canada’s currency is also re¬ 
lated to a heavier dependenc c 
on export trade. Slumping 
prices of many natural re¬ 
source products, coupled with 
a major slowdown in automo-. 
tive trade, are expected to 
contribute to a 54-billion defi¬ 
cit in Canada’s balance of in¬ 
ternational payments this 
year. 

So far. there has been little 
sign of any massive effort by 
the Bank of Canada to halt or 
even slow the decline of the 
Canadian dollar. 

When a country’s currency 
rises in value against that of 
its foreign customers, its ex¬ 
ports automatically cost more 
and its imports less. The re¬ 
verse is true when the cur¬ 
rency's value falls. 

Canadian exports are al¬ 
ready faltering under the im¬ 
pact of a deepening U.S. eco¬ 
nomic recession. The actual 
volumes shipped are down, 
and the prices for some natu¬ 
ral resource e.\|K>rts are down 
even more. 

Particularly, the slump in 
the auto industry is biting into

Rocket-satellite destroyed 

$30 million writeoff 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. 
(UPIl, — An Atlas Centaur 
rocket carrying the seventh 
Intelsat" IV communications 
satellite into orbit hurtled out 
of control moments after 
launch Thursday night and 
space agency authorities de¬ 
stroyed the $30 million mis¬ 
sion in a ball of fire over the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Henry Slone, project man¬ 
ager of Atlas Centaur, said 
the malfunctions on the craft 
began two minutes and 20 sec¬ 


onds after the 6:35 p.m. lift¬ 
off. 

"It appears everything was 
normal up to the booster cut¬ 
off,” Slone said. Then, he 
said, "several things w-enl 
wrong” with the rocket which 
caused it to tumble wildly out 
of control. 

Slone said when it became 
apparent the tumbling could 
not be corrected and the mis¬ 
sion was lost, the air force 
range safety officer destroyed 


Ihc rocket for safety reasons. 
He said every rocket contains 
destruction charges which can 
be triggered’ in ihe event it 
goes nut of control 
The remains of the rocket 
and the communications sat¬ 
ellite tumbled into the Atlan¬ 
tic after the explosion. Cape 
officials said the debris fell 
into the ocean about 500 miles 
downrange from the Cape nt 
a point north and east of the 
Bahamas.

Dear Doctor: At what 
age do you suggest a child be

The age of four is usually 
considered the age at which a 
child understands the mean¬ 
ing of a scolding. But there is 
no particular age for spanking 

if it has to be done at all 
You might be surprised to 
know the number of children 
who are raised without the 
need for spanking. * 

On this question, there are 
no hard and fast guidelines. 
Much depends on the tem¬ 
perament of the parent and 
the child's response to dis¬ 
cipline. 

For a serious misdemeanor 
such as running into the 
street, playing with matches, 
or committing some act that 
is truly destructive or harm¬ 
ful to the child or to others, 
spanking may be in order. 
But it must follow immediate¬ 
ly upon the offence to be 
meaningful. Don’t wait till 
daddy comes home several 
hours later.

million from about $2-billion 
the previous year. 

The trade surplus should be 
smaller in 1975,. and some 
economists say Canada may 
record its first merchandise 
trade deficit in 15 years. 

Most experts believe that 
capital will flow into Canada 
in sufficient quantities to off 
set the payments deficit. 

Douglas Peters, vice- 
president and chief economist 
of the Toronto Dominion 
Bank, says it should be “fair¬ 
ly easy” to get a substantial 
amount of long-term capital 
inflows. 

“There have been some 
pretty large flows already as 
a result of provincial govern¬ 
ment and agency bojrowings, 
some from the Middle East 
but most from New York. 
This is only a prelude.” 

Peters says the short-term 
capital flows will be more of a 
problem. “But I think we 
shall continue to see some. 
The U.S. banks have a lot of 
money and need places to put 
it.’’ 

F. M. Hatt, president of E. 
M. Saunders Ltd., of Toronto, 
says he sees the Bank of Can¬ 
ada’s reluctance to reduce its 
key loan rate on last-resort 
credit for the chartered banks 
as an official move to push 
Canadian interest rates back 
up a bit. 


“The United States, seeking 
to bolster its own exports, 
cannot be too happy to see the 
currency of its main trading 
partner falling even faster 
than its own.” 

Hatt said that because of 
Canada’s delay in putting up 
the domestic price of oil to 
the world level, the economy 
developed a lag of four or five 
months behind the United 
States. 

“During this period we just 
sucked in imports, taking on a 
lot of inventory of multi-na¬ 
tional corporations that they 
were only too happy to un¬ 
load.

Car sales boom 
in Red nations

While the industrialized 
Western world wallows in a 
flood of unsold automobiles, 
the Communist nations are 
tooling up to build and sell 
more cars than ever in 1975. 

In Czechoslovakia, more 
than 100,000 persons are on a 
waiting list for 1975 model 
cars — mostly Soviet and 
Czech models. Car sales are 
expected to be up 20,000 to 
170,000. 

Expansion of production of 
the Czech Skoda car that 
costs between 54.500 and 
55,000, is planned. 

Deliveries of cars to Soviet 
citizens is expected to reach 
700.000 this year compared 
with 125.000 sold in the 
V.S.S.R. four years ago. That 
compares with 895,000 cars 
sold in the United States in 
1915. 

The big Fiat plant in the So¬ 
viet Union is expected to 
reach its 660,000 car annual 
capacity this year, officials 
said. Production of Soviet 
autos in 1974 was 1.2 million, 
up from 916.000 in 1973. 

Car production lagged last 
year in most of the ma jor in¬ 
dustrial nations, with sales off 
more than 20 per cent in Bri¬ 
tain and France. 13 per cent 
in Japan, long a growth mar¬ 
ket. 

Sales in the U.S. were down 
24 per cent last year. 

In East Germanyauto ex¬ 
ports to Western nations are 
expected to decline this year 
because of the worldwide car 
sales malaise. The Trabant 
model car retails in East Ger¬ 
many for $3,530. 

A new car plant is being 
built in Poland where 40,000 
cars were imported last year 
from other Communist coun¬ 
tries when production of 
133,000 Polski cars sold out at 
home. 

The Persian Gulf nations 
forecast a 20-per-cent in¬ 
crease in car sales this year. 
An assembly plant in Lebanon 
making Fiats turns out 1,000 
cars a month and can’t meet 
demand. 

Import sales of luxury cars 
and compact models are 
booming, but the market is 
limited. In Saudi Arabia, for 
example, sales are expected 
to be up 20 per cent, but with 
a population of just eighl mil¬ 
lion. it cannot be considered a 
major export market. 

Throughout the Communist 
nations and in the Middle 
East, bad roads and a short¬ 
age of service facilities and 
parts serve lo limit an auto 
boom. 


With its large operations in 
the Sovie( Union and Poland. 
Fiat is knee-deep in ventures 
with the Communist nations. 

Fiat President Giovanni Ag¬ 
nelli says there is little room 
for sales growth in Western 
Europe. Japan or the U.S. But 
there was good potential for 
increasing sales in Latin 
America and the non-indus- 
trialized nations. 

But General Motors. Ford 
and Chrysler have signed ex¬ 
port agreements estimated at 
5150 million ip provide cars 
and trucks to Cuba through 
their Argentina subsidiaries 
in the next three years. 

GM Argentina has linked a 
520 million contrad with Cuba 
in sell the Communist nation 
6.000 taxicabs by 1977. 

GM. which has an Opel as¬ 
sembly plant in Iran, has an¬ 
nounced plans lo build an as¬ 
sembly plant in Saudi Arabia, 
and Ford Motor Co. is known 
to have held discussions with 
Egyptian officials concerning 
production operations there. 

General Motors began dis¬ 
cussions last year with the' So¬ 
viet Union concerning a possi¬ 
ble role for the U.S. auto 
giant in developing a large 
truck production unit in Si¬ 
beria. 

However, in Syria, the Com¬ 
munist government severely 
limits auto imports, and auth¬ 
orities impounded 30,000 new 
cars which had been spirited 
into the nation from Lebanon 
where they were stolen last 
>ear.

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Montreal’s answers satisfy Olympic body 


AP, Reuter 

LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
(CP) — The International 
Olympic Committee an¬ 
nounced Thursday night the 
1976 Summer Games will go 
on in Montreal as planned, 
with only minor modifica¬ 
tions. 

The IOC executive board 
spent five hours questioning 
the Montreal Organizing Com¬ 
mittee about soaring costs 
and strikes that have set the 


construction program months 
behind schedule. 

Afterwards, Lord Killanin, 
president of the IOC, told a 
news conference: "On the evi¬ 
dence presented to us today, 
and with the good will and 
support of the people of Que¬ 
bec and Montreal, I have no 
doubt that the Olympic build¬ 
ings will be completed in 
ample time . . . and the Olym¬ 
pic Games will open in Mon¬ 
treal on July 17, 1976." 


Fears that the Olympics 
would be reduced in size, or 
even transferred elsewhere, 
were dismissed on all sides. 

Montreal Mayoi .jean Dra- 
peau, the driving force behind 
the planning of the Games, 
said the city planned to finish 
the building of the main stadi¬ 
um and swimming pool on a 
basis of 60 working hours a 
week, but if the work again 
fell behind schedule, overtime 


labor could be used or extra 
work gangs called in. 

Meanwhile, Montreal plans 
to save money by housing all 
the equestrian competitors at 
Rromonl, .70 miles from the 
city, near the site of the 
equestrian events. Prc\ ieusly* 
il was planned to house (hem 
in the main Olympic village 
in downtown Montreal and 
ferry them back and forth. 

There were hints also Mud 
1 hr IOC has doubts that the 


ornate translucent rool of the 
stadium will be finished in 
time for the Olympics. 

Drapcau insisted roof

May. 1976." 

Lord Killanin commented 
"a rqof is not necessary for 
the Olympics."

The IOC, which has been 
reported deeply concerned 
over the sudden change in the 
budget figures, is to tighten 
its liaison with the Montreal 
organizing committee between 
now and the Games.

Roger Rousseau, commis¬ 


sioner general of the Raines, 
insisted there had never been 
any real doubts about Mon¬ 
treal’s ability to go through 
with them. 

"At one time we did have 
doubts that we would Ijc able 
to stage them quite in the way 
we had been planning,” he 
said. "Thu?>e doubts are now 
dispelled. We are back to a 
normal situation. 

Drapcau, asked what assur¬ 
ance he had that there would 


be no riiure strikes which 
would hold dp construction 
work, replied: "The spirit of 
the workers allows us to be¬ 
lieve that there will not be 
any more serious strikes." 

He said there had been pub¬ 
lic statements by the workers 
that they did not want to be 
held responsible for spoiling 
the Games and said it was a 
.matter of pride for them that 
the installations should be 
competed on time.

Jordan River-Port Renfrew 

18 -mile greenbelt 
proposed for coast 


Designation of an urban 
forest region, preservation of 
a greenbelt between Port 
Renfrew and Jordan River, 
and the creation of more pic¬ 
nic sites, parks and camp¬ 
grounds at the southern end 
of Vancouver Island's west, 
coast are recommended in a 
federal study released Thurs¬ 
day. 

The study, which covers 18 
miles along the west coast, 
was done by. M. C. R. Edgell 
of the University of Victoria’s 
geograph} department for the 
Capital Region Board. It was 
financed by the Pacific Forest 
Research Centre,' a federal 
agency. 

The report recommends 
that an uroan forest region lie 
established, similar to con¬ 
cepts used jn Germany, Swe¬ 
den and Great Britain. 

The forest region would 
lake in all private forests, 
lands, regional parks and mu¬ 
nicipal parks within the Capi¬ 
tal Region’s boundaries. 

The report urges “firm con¬ 
trols over the use of privately- 
owned forest lands” within 
the urban forest region, ad¬ 
ding that adequate compensa¬ 
tion should he provided for 
any economic losses suffered 
by land owners as a result, of 
strict controls. 

* It recommends the appoint¬ 
ment of a forest planning of¬ 
ficer to bo responsible for 
planning and co-ordination of 
forest use for recreation and 
economic purposes. f 

The study says firm con¬ 
trols over private forest lands 
are nothing new. In many Eu¬ 
ropean countries, such con¬ 
trols hav? been accepted for 
quite some time. 

Regarding the coast region 
liet ween fordan River and 
Port Renfrew, Edgell’s report 
says the semi wilderness will 


lie visited by more and more 
residents of Greater Victoria. 

In 197.”.. the study says, 
44,500 people visited the 
various recreation facilities at 
Port Renfrew, an increase of 
35 per cent over 1972. 

Additional recreation facili¬ 
ties, such as campgrounds 


and picnic sites, should be 
provided by building short 
access roads to various points 
along the beach. 

T*he study says this would 
be preferable to having one 
continuous trail along the en¬ 
tire beach.

NANAIMO — The incidence 
of venereal disease in the cen¬ 
tral Vancouver Island health 
unit area has been termed 
“an epidemic” by health unit 
director Dr. Peter Reynolds. 

In his annual report to the 
health unit board, Reynolds 
said the number of cases of 
gonorrhea increased to 435 
cases in 1974, from 375 the 
previous year, and from only 
213 cases in 1970. However, 
the number of cases of syphi¬ 
lis decreased to 25 from 29 in 
the last two years. There 
were 14 cases in 1970. 

Reynolds said education, 
early detection and good re¬ 
porting are essential, “if we 
are to successfully combat the 
current epidemic.” 

He said the booklet Rhythm 
and Blues, published jointly 
by the B.C. education and 
health departments, “is a 
good book to be used in the 
field of education,” and has 
received full endorsement by 
the staff and board of the 
health unit. 

Reynolds has also called for 
a public outcry against what 
he termed the “alarming in¬ 
crease" in traffic deaths in 
the last two years. 

His report shows there were 
31 traffic deaths in the region 
in 1972, and an increase of 
nearly 100 per cent — to 60 
deaths in 1974. 

He said, however, that dur¬ 
ing 1974 some steps, such as 
reduced highway speed limits, 
stiffer penalties for driving of¬ 
fences — parti cul ai'ly im¬ 
paired driving, have been 


taken which, he hopes, will 
serve to “curb this needless 
carnage on our highways.” 

However, traffic was not 
the chief cause of death in the 
district. The director said 
there were 1,000 deaths in all, 
and the principal causes were 
heart disease and cancer. 
More than 68 per cent of the 
deaths involved persons over 
60 years of age. 

At the same time, there 
were 1,780 births, an increase 
of 25 over 1973. 

But all was not bad in 
Reynolds’ report. 

The home care project, in¬ 
troduced in January last year, 
saves the taxpayers of the 
district thousands of dollars 
and made hundreds of bed- 
days available in acute care 
facilities at Nanaimo hospital, 
the report says. 

Under the plan, certain pa¬ 
tients are discharged from 


hospital earlier than they 
would have been normally, 
and receive nursing care in 
their homes. 

The number of patients who 
participated in the program 
during in 1974 was 241 but, 
Reynolds said, the program 
accounted for 5,166 patient- 
days, a saving of 2,483 hospi¬ 
tal days. The cost was a per 
diem rate of 517 for the pro¬ 
gram, against $71 per diem in 
hospital. 

Reynolds also reported that 
there were no confirmed 
cases of rabies during 1974. 
Among several possible cases. 
It is the first rabies-free year 
during the six years Reynolds 
has headed the unit. 

The central Vancouver Is¬ 
land Health Unit covers the 
area approximately equal to 
the Cowichan, Nanaimo and 
Alberni-Cloyuquof regional 
districts.

Williams said the area in 
which fish are caught has 
been reduced by the neglect 
of federal fisheries services, 
logging companies which 
have destroyed vakiable 
spawning grounds and insuf¬ 
ficient patrols to keep foreign¬ 
ers out of Canadian waters. 

Stockwell Day, Pacific 
Trollers’ Association Victoria 
chairman, claimed the Fraser 


River has become a vulnera¬ 
ble asset which increases the 
hazards confronting the fish¬ 
ing industry. 

He said spawning grounds 
on the Fraser River and its 
tributaries are in jeopardy in 
the present energy crisis be¬ 
cause power requirements 
may demand that dams be 
built. 

Williams predicted the base 
of the future fishing industry 
will be white fish or bottom 
fish, such as cod.

He said the sku facilities at 
Forbidden Plateau (14 miles 
from Courtenay) are over¬ 
taxed and said the hill was 
never meant to accommodate 
skiers from Victoria. 

“When we get local people 
telling us they will not go ski¬ 
ing at Forbidden Plateau be¬ 
cause it’s too crowded, theft’ .> 
something is definitely 
wrong,” Coleman said.

Volatile 
dynamite 
removed 
from shed 


An estimated 60 sticks of 
dynamite, which had deterio¬ 
rated to such an extent that a 
sharp rap on any one of them 
“could have blown up a city 
block,” were found Thursday 
in a shed on HeLmcken Road 
near the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way. 

A Colwood RCMP officer 
said three boxes of the dyna¬ 
mite were discovered when 
RCMP went to the shed on in¬ 
formation received from the 
Victoria police force. 

The officer said &me of the 
dynamite was “weeping,” a 
condition in which the nitro¬ 
glycerin in the dynamite 
bleeds to the surface.

End-strike parley starts 


For the first time in about 
two weeks, efforts will be 
made today to end the strike- 
lockout of about 1,100 civic 
employees in the Capital Re¬ 
gion. 

At 10 a.m. bargaining 
committees representing 
various Canadian Union of 
Public Employees locals and 
regional municipalities and 
the school board, will meet 
with provincial mediator 
Clark Gilmour. 

Neither side would say 
Wednesday what proposals 
they would be bringing to the 
meeting and were cautious 
about expressing any op¬ 


timism that a settlement 
could be reached today. 

City outside workers 
struck Jan. 27 and that action 
was followed two weeks ago 
by a lockout of civic workers 
employed by Saanich, Oak 
Bay, Esquimalt, Sidney and 
the Capital Region, plus in¬ 
side workers at Victoria. 

The employers have offered 
a basic increase of 15.76 per 
cent, while the union is seek¬ 
ing parity with provincial gov¬ 
ernment workers and trades¬ 
men in private industry. 

Meanwhile, CUPE received 
some support --Wednesday 
night from an expected 
quarter — the Victoria Labor 
Council. 


The council will contact mu¬ 
nicipal councils in Greater 
Victoria asking them to lift 
the lockout of CUPE 
members and take a more 
“reasonable” approach to 
bargaining with the union. 

The council was also told 
that two affiliated unions, the 
International Woodworkers of 
America and The Newspaper 
Guild, have passed motions of 
support for CUPE. 

Jack Groves, representing 
the IWA, told the meeting the 
council should work to get 
more aldermen on local coun¬ 
cils representing workers. 

Councils are now dominated 
b y businessmen. Groves 


said. The council also con¬ 
demned Esquimalt Mayor Art 
Young for threatening his po¬ 
lice force with replacement 1)y 
the RCMP if policemen refuse 
to handle duties normally 
done by CURE workers 
locked out by Esquimau coun¬ 
cil. 

The motion also congratu¬ 
lated local police associations 
in the affected municipalities 
for refusing to do work usual¬ 
ly done by CUPE members. 

Esquimau police officers 
are answering phone* and 
operating the radio under 
protest and have filed a com¬ 
plaint with the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board. That charge will 
be heard by the board today.

Energy shortages hastening 


II present trends continue, 
the western world will be 
thrown into an economic 
abyss, according to Robert 
Bonner, former politician and 
boardroom expert. „ 

The race toward economic 
disaster, Bonner said, is ac¬ 
celerated by growing energy 
shortages, increasingly 
reckless government spend¬ 
ing, expansion of civil ser¬ 
vices beyond the need and fi¬ 
nancial capability of nations, 
and the enormous concentra¬ 
tion of money in the hands of 
a few Arab oil-producing 
countries. 

Bonner, attorney-general in 
the former Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment, was president of 
MacMillan Bloedel from 1968 
to 1974, and is now in private 
law practice. He was speak¬ 
ing to the Victoria Chamber 
of Commerce at a luncheon in 
The Empress. 

Making only a few oblique 
references to current provin¬ 
cial politics, Bonner told his 
audience of about 300 persons 
that he has “no intention of 
returning to public life.” 

His topic was Sober 1975, 
and he left no doubt as to how 
soberly present economic in¬ 
dicators must be assessed. 

More than 40 per cent of 
Canada’s gross national prod¬ 
uct, he said, was devoted to 
government expenditures. 
That figure, he said, was 
alarming. 

Provincial and federal bud¬ 
gets, as, well as the budgets of 
most other western nations, 
Bonner said, are increasing at 
a rate of about 23 per cent a 
year. 

Meanwhile, there was a 
struggle in progress between 
organized labor and organized 
capital. Governments, he 
said, are often caught be¬ 
tween the two forces. 

Never before had the con¬ 
cept of democracy been taxed 
as severely as now. 

Inflation was a major threat 
to democracy. There were 
grave doubts whether our sys¬ 
tem could endure prolonged 
inflation. 

The Weimar Republic, he 
said, was wiped out when fi¬ 
nancial institutions were de¬ 
stroyed by runaway inflation 
in Germany in,the 1920s. 

Social and economic 
growth, Bonner said, appears 
"to be necessary for the. sur¬ 
vival of “democracy as we 
know it.” But that growth was 
being severely . curtailed by 
ecological considerations. 

Using previously-published 
figures, Bonner outlined the 
danger that could arise from 
the concentration of oil money 
in Arab hands. 


disaster 


By the end of this decade, 
Arab oil-producing nations 
would have enough money to 
buy every company listed on 
every stock exchange in the 
western world. 

He dismissed arguments 
that the “recycling of dollars” 
would simply mean Arab dol¬ 
lars would be reinvested in 
the western economy. 

There are no indications 
that the Arabs w-ill do that, he 
said. ‘ 

Already the Arabs had 
more than $4,000 million 
pounds to their credit in Bri¬ 
tain — all in short-term de¬ 
posits. 

“You can imagine what will 
happen to the pound if the 
Arabs decide to pull out that 
money overnight,” he said. 

“Unless we find ways and 
means of receiving this 
money, other than in short¬ 
term credits, the Arab oil dol¬ 
lars will hang there like a 


great cloud darkening our fu¬ 
ture.” 

The accumulation of money 
in the hands of the Arab na¬ 
tions was the greatest 
transfer of wealth in the his¬ 
tory of mankind. 

Bonner also warned that 
provincial and national inter¬ 
ests must bh replaced by con¬ 
tinental interests. 

“If at any time in the fu¬ 
ture, the U.S. has an energy 
problem and Canada has a 
partial solution, but doesn’t 
want to co-operate, you can 
be sure that things will not be 
all right for long in Canada.” 

Only a continental energy 
policy, he added, could result 
in a solution to future prob¬ 
lems. 

Other solutions he offered 
included government re¬ 
straint. Budgets must be 
brought under control. The 
merits of saving money must 
be brought back to trigger 
capital formation.

Fines total $29,000 


/ 


Fines totalling $29,000 were 
imposed in Victoria Provin¬ 
cial Court Wednesday in an 
income tax evasion case in¬ 
volving the Flying Fireman 
Company and company of¬ 
ficer Richard Rude. 

Judge D. K. Me Adam said 
that in some transactions 
Rude had shown a “reckless 
indifference” To his legal re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

He also said it was doubtful 
if a defence claim that Rude 
was unskilled in financial af¬ 
fairs had any real merit. 

At a court hearing earlier 
this month. Rude pleaded 
guilty to all charges. 

Crown prosecutor Jeff 
Green had asked the court to 
impose fines equal to the 
amount of tax Rude sought to 
evade — $55,353 — and an ad¬ 
ditional fine of $1,065.86 for 
making a false statement. 

Rude, who was given two 
years to pay, will also have to 
pay the taxes owing. 

The company and Rude 
were fined S15.000 for evading 
payment of $23,0%.21 in tax 
on income ol $72,975 earned 


by the firm between April 1, 
1969 and June 30,1973. 

On a three-count charge, 
Rude alone was also fined: 

• $10,000 for evading pay¬ 

ment of $27,927.83 by failing to 
file income tax returns on in¬ 
come of $98,468.77 in 1969, 1970 
and 1971. 


• $2,000 for failing to de¬ 
clare income of $11,270.37 be¬ 
tween Jan. 1, 1972 and April 
30, 1973, thus evading pay¬ 
ment of $4,263.43. 

• $2,000 for making a 
false or deceptive statement 
on or about April 30, 1973. 


Couvelier tattle 
to press, radio 
earns scolding

Robert Bonner, attorney- 
general on the former Social 
Credit administration gave 
the NDP government a four- 
letter test Wednesday night, 
and he said it failed. 

The P.A.C.E test, as he 
called it at the Oak Bay So¬ 
cial Credit Association meet¬ 
ing was a lest for any kind of 
administration. 

P was for patronage, A for 
administration, C for concen¬ 
tration of power, and E for 
economy. 

Patronage is * practised by 
the government in two ways. 
Bonner said. “They hire their 
friends, their friends’ friends, 
their party’s friends but re¬ 
fuse to appoint anyone suspect¬ 
ed of affiliation with any 
other party.” 

As an example, he said, a 
young man he knows passed 
the civil service test and was 
slated for an “ordinary job”. 

“That appointment has 
been held up for four months 
at the ministerial level be¬ 
cause they suspect he has an 
affiliation with the Socreds. 

“In 17 ytars, the Socred ad¬ 
ministration did not appoint 
as many henchmen and 
friends as the NDP have ap¬ 
pointed in six months,” he 
said. 

Bonner a^Tkt^l his cheering 


audience a few rhetorical 
questions. 

“Guess within 10 how 
many executive assistants are 
running around parliament? 

“Guess within 20 the 
number of interdepartmental 
committees that exist? 

“Guess within / 50 the 
number of consultants hired 
on the outside to advise min¬ 
isters on things they should 
already know? 

“If all the administrators 
were piled on top of each 
other, and were shaved, you 
still couldn’t tell what was 
going on.” Bonner added. 

“Minister of Trade Gary 
Lauk, who I think is a smart 
man if only he was given the 
chance, has the right idea. 

“He said he was tired of 
studies that recommended 
more studies.” 

To test concentration of 
power, he read from the 
,Timber Products Stabilization 
Act, which says that tin? cabi¬ 
net must determine the max¬ 
imum or minimum price for 
wxx>dchips sold in the prov¬ 
ince. 

He said this “absolute 
power, like the robber 
barons,” is evident in energy, 
mineral rights, coal, natural 
products, marketing and 
human rights acts. 


Saanich Alderman Mel Cou¬ 
velier had his knuckles 
rapped Wednesday for tattling 
to the press about secret 
council meetings. 

At a special council meet¬ 
ing, Mayor Ed Lum and other 
council members made it 
clear to Couvelier that they 
did not like finding the results 
of their last closed meeting in 
Tuesdays Colonist and on 
radio broadcasts. 

Ald.Avilliam Noel was rude¬ 
ly awakened, literally. He 
said he wasn’t even out of lied 
when he heard over the radio 
that council had decided the 
night before to ban parking on 
Shelbourne. The move was 
protested strongly by resi¬ 
dents and Couvelier when it 
was discussed in an open 
meeting last year. 

In his defence. Couvelier 
said he disclosed nothing 
which had not been aired at 
the open meeting immediately 
following the tlosed session. 

But Lum insisted that, al¬ 
though decisions made in¬ 
camera are voted on in an 
open meeting, council policy 
has been to withhold such in¬ 
formation from the public 
until the next regular council 
meeting two weeks later, 
when the in-camera agenda is 
approved. 

“If the press wants to stay 
behind for the open meeting 
after the in-camera session, 
that’s fine,” Lum said, “but it 
is improper for one of us to go 
running to the press.” 

“It’s either an open meeting 
or it isn’t,” Couvelier replied. 
“You can’t have it both 
w r ays.” 

He asked Lum to give al¬ 
dermen “a bible” for council 
policies, “instead of bringing 
up these past policies every 
time something doesn’t suit.” 

In answer to a question from 
Aid. Joe Bourque, who said he 
was unaware of the policy. 


Lum said information would 
be denied any reporter who 
galled municipal clerk Gordon 
Hayward the day after a 
closed meeting, even if deci¬ 
sions had been approved in an 
open session. 

“I think that’s improper.” 
Couvelier said. 

Hayward explained that one 
purpose 6T the )>olicy w>as to 
insure that business sueh as 
land purchases could be 
processed by the lands com¬ 
missioner and yet remain con¬ 
fidential. 

Normally, only personnel 
matters and business affect¬ 
ing property values is dis¬ 
cussed in-camera. 

Aid. John McDonald 
protested that Couvelier had 
betrayed his fellow aldermen 
by revealing their stand on 
issues discussed in con¬ 
fidence. Decisions reached by 
council in-camera may he 
public information, but the 
discussion preceding those de¬ 
cisions Is strictly confidential. 
McDonald maintained. 

Couvelier said he objected 
“strenuously” to the accusa¬ 
tion that he had divulged con¬ 
fidences. “I have the right lo 
tell the voters how I feel about 
an issue,” he said, and he de¬ 
nied that he had discussed the 
opinions of other aldermen. 

Aid. William Campbell rhe¬ 
torically asked what would 
happen if every alderman 
“went running to the press” 
every time he failed to get his 
way. 

More openness w r ith the 
press would probably increase 
voter interest in municipal ’ v 
business, Couvelier replied, 
and he asked Campbell why 
one alderman, w'ho has 
successfully defended his po¬ 
sition at. a council meeting, 
should be afraid of another al¬ 
derman going to the press. . 

“I’m not a damn bit afraid 
of him,” Campbell snapped.

Government will investigate ‘fund-juggling’ 


Resources Minister Robert 
Williams disclosed Thursday 
that a secret committee of 
B.C. Hydro deliberately jug¬ 
gled funds over a two - year 
period to hide the true cost of 
Columbia River power proj¬ 
ects. 

He promised to name the 
committee members and to 
table the minutes of their se¬ 
cret meetings today. 

Williams dropped his bomb¬ 
shell in the Legislature 24 
hours after Allan Williams 
CL- West Vancouver-Howe 
Sound) asked if such a secret 


committee existed and if the 
minister would make an 
investigation. 

Williams said Wednesday 
he was unaware of the com¬ 
mittee but promised to inves¬ 
tigate. 

In the middle of the oral 
question period Thursday, 
Williams rose quietly to re¬ 
port: “There was a secret 
committee made up of senior 
Hydro officials within Hydro 
wTiich re-allocated costs re¬ 
garding the Columbia River 
Treaty." 

He said he would review the 


matter further and added that 
“the names and all informa¬ 
tion should be tabled, but I’m 
not ready yet.” 

In Vancouver, Dr. Gordon 
Shrum, former co-chairman 
of B.C. Hydro under the So¬ 
cial Credit government, de¬ 
nied Williams’ charges. 

“I never heard of any such 
committee and I don’t believe 
that any such committee ever 
existed,” Shrum said. 

“There wasn’t anything in 
Hydro," he said. “If _ there 
was anything in Victoria I 
know nothing about it.” 


And in Victoria, Dr. Hugh 
Keenleyside, former Hydro 
co-chairman with Shrum, said 
there was “no secret commit¬ 
tee of any kirid.” 

Keenleyside said he 
wouldn't comment further 
until he had seen what Wil¬ 
liams said. 

However, he noted there 
were a “dozen” Hydro com¬ 
mittees involved in the proj¬ 
ect. 

Williams declined to give a 
figure on - the amounts of 
money re-assigned to other 
government departments to 


hide the Columbia costs, but 
said it would be much more 
than “the $17 million re¬ 
allocated to water resources. 
That $17 million w-as simply 
the water resources section of 
the refunnelling of the costs.” 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Scott Wallace (Oak 
Bay) called the disclosures 
“devastating.” 

“If the preliminary reports 
on this secret committee are 
true, this has to be a devas¬ 
tating indictment and a re-

The Princess Marguerite 
may soon be sailing again be¬ 
tween Victoria and Seattle 
under the provincial flag. 

There are indications the 
B.C. government soon may 
conclude a deal with Canadi¬ 
an Pacific and its real estate 
arm.

OTTAWA (CP) - The .de¬ 
cline of the Canadian dollar 
on foreign exchange markets 
demonstrates the strength of 
this country’s economy, not 
weakness, says Finance Min¬ 
ister John Turner. 

The Canadian dollar, which 
had been riding marginally 
ahead of the U.S. dollar for 
more than a year, slipped last 
week to just below parity. 

In New York Thursday, for 
example, 99 and 22-25th cents 
(U.S.) would buy a Canadian 
dollar. Expressed another 
way, it cost $1 plus 3-25ths of 
a cent Canadian to buy a U.S. 
dollar on foreign exchange 
markets. 

In the Commons Thursday, 
Jack Horner (PC-CrowToot) 
suggested the. slip in exchange 
value means “the world has 
lost confidence in the Canadi¬ 
an economy” and therefore in 
the buying power of the dol¬ 
lar. 

Turner disagreed. He at¬ 
tributed the dollar’s decline to 


Canada’s deficit in trade and 
other financial transactions 
with other countries. 

The deficit has developed 
because Canada is buying 
more from abroad than it is 
selling to foreign buyers. 


The fact that Canadians can 
afford to buy imports, w'hile 
foreign buyers are spending 
less on Canadian goods, dem¬ 
onstrates that Canada is bet¬ 
ter off than other countries, 
Turner argued.

LONDON (UPI) - The Con¬ 
servative party resoundingly 
confirmed Margaret Thatcher 
as its national leader Thurs¬ 
day in a ceremony Warmed 
by the results of a poll that in¬ 
dicated it had taken over as 
Britain’s most popular ppliti- 
cal party. 

More than 600 Conservative 
members of Parliament, lords 
and ladies and rank-and-file 
members gathered at a Lon¬ 
don hotel for the routine con¬ 
tinuation procedure. 

A Gallup poll published by 
the Daily Telegraph gave the 
Conservatives a 4-per-cent 
lead over Labor in a survey of 
British voters. The same poll 
a month ago gave labor a 
14* 2 -per-cent lead. 

Conservative party lawmak¬ 
ers selected Mrs. Thatcher 
nine days ago as leader, mak¬ 
ing her the first woman in 
Britain to hold the position of 
party chief. 

Thursday afternoon's as¬ 


sembly at the Europa Hotel 
greeted her with thunderous 
applause and unanimous con¬ 
firmation. 


TORONTO (CP)-For the 
first time in more than a 
year, the Canadian dollar has 
been worth less in foreign ex¬ 
change markets than the 
United States dollar, despite 
the sharp drop in the value of 
U.S. currency in relation to 
major European currencies. 

Exchange market special¬ 
ists expect that this currency 
level of par or just below par 
with the U.S. dollar will con¬ 
tinue throughout 1975. 

Ten months ago the Canadi¬ 
an dollar traded at a pre¬ 
mium of more than four cents 
to the U.S. dollar and reached 
a 16-year high of 104.36 cents 
U.S. in the third week of 
April, 1974. 

• By the turn of this year, the 
Canadian dollar had fallen 
below the 101-cent mark. 

At the beginning of this 
month, the spot price fell to 
below par for the first time in 
14 months. 

Howere, at noon Thursday, 
the value of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar had risen slightly above 
the U.S. dollar. 

One reason given for the 
movements was that interna¬ 
tional money traders had be¬ 
come suspicious of U.S. and 
Canadian currencies when 
central banking authorities 
pumped money into the sys¬ 
tem to combat economic hard 
times. 

Short-term interest rates 
began tumbling in North 


America and that lessened the 
incentive to place money in 
the United States or in Can¬ 
ada. There was also uneasi¬ 
ness about the effect on the 
North American economy of 
high rates of inflation. 

The greater weakness in 
Canada’s currency is also re¬ 
lated to a heavier dependence 
on export trade. Slumping 
prices of many natural re¬ 
source products, coupled with 
a major slowdown in automo¬ 
tive trade, are expected to 
contribute to a S4-billion defi¬ 
cit in Canada’s balance of in¬ 
ternational payments this 
year. 

So far, there has been little 
sign of any massive effort by 
the Bank of Canada to halt or 
even slow the decline of the 
Canadian dollar. 

When a country’s currency 
rises in value against that of 
its foreign customers, its ex¬ 
ports automatically cost more 
and its imports less. The re¬ 
verse is true when the cur¬ 
rency’s value falls. 

Canadian exports are al¬ 
ready faltering under the im¬ 
pact of a deepening U.S, eco¬ 
nomic recession. The actual 
volumes shipped are down, 
and the prices for some natu¬ 
ral resource exports are down 
even more. 

Particularly, the slump in 
the auto industry is biting into

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(UPI) — An Atlas Centaur 
rocket carrying the seventh 
Intelsat IV communications 
satellite into orbit hurtled out 
of control moments after 
launch Thursday nigh* and 
space agency authorities de¬ 
stroyed the $30 rhillion mis¬ 
sion in a ball of fire over the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Henry Slone, project man¬ 
ager of Atlas Centaur, said 
the malfunctions on the craft 
began two minutes and 20 sec¬ 


onds after the 6:35 p.m. lift¬ 
off. 

"It appears everything was 
normal up to the booster cut¬ 
off,” Slone said. Then, he 
said, "several things went 
wTong” w ith the rocket which 
caused it to tumble wildly out 
of control. 

Slone said when it became 
apparent the tumbling could 
not be corrected and the mis¬ 
sion was lost, the air force 
range safety officer destroyed

U.S. TV shows 
go hour earlier 


Oil-barge salvage 


tried at midnight 


The U.S. Coast Guard stood 
by Thursday night, while sal¬ 
vage crews attempted to tow 
a barge, loaded with nearly a 
million gallons of diesel oil, 
from a sandy beach on the 
Washington coast about 30 
miles from Victoria. 

The barge, being towed by 
the tug Relief from Anacortes 
to Seattle, went aground on a 
Whidbey Island beach in 
Puget Sound during stormy 
weather Thursday when the 


tugboat took on water off¬ 
shore. 

A coast guard spokesman 
said a salvage attempt Would 
be made at midnight Thurs¬ 
day when high tide was ex¬ 
pected to lift the barge. 

Lying intact on the bottom, 
150 yards offshore, it was not 
leaking oil but some of the 
22,000 gallons of fuel aboard 
the Relief was escaping into 
the sound,\ the spokesman 
said. 


The thousands of people * 
who plan their days around 
their favorite television shows 
are going to have to revamp 
their schedules as of Sunday 
morning — but only for about 
two months. 

The U.S. goes on daylight 
saving time Sunday morning 
while Canada will not adopt 
daylight saving time until 
April 27. 

The result for viewers in 
Greater Victoria and the rest 
of B.C. will be that programs 
and Tacoma, chan¬ 
nels 4, 5, 7, 9 and 11 will be 


seen one hour earlier than 
last week. Examples are Sun¬ 
day NHL hockey at noon on 
Channel 5 instead *of the usual 
1p.m. and Johnny Carson at 
10:30 p.m. weekdays on Chan¬ 
nel 5 instead of 11:30. 

In addition, Bellingham’s 
Channel 12 will change its 
weekday morning schedule 
and much of its evening pro¬ 
gram times while Channel 8 
in Vancouver will change a 
few program times through 
the day, both to conform with 
the earlier times on the U.S. 
networks. 


“It’s beyond my compre¬ 
hension why the crown didn’t 
charge him with mischief and 
dangerous driving,” said 
Ostler.

Study 

Designation of an urban 
forest region, preservation of 
a greenbclt between Port 
Renfrew and Jordan River, 
and the creation of more pic¬ 
nic sites, parks and camp¬ 
grounds at the southern end 
of Vancouver Island’s west 
coast are recommended in a 
federal study released Thurs¬ 
day. 


urges more picnic si tes, parks for Island 


The study, which covers 18 
miles along the west coast, 
was done by M. C. R. Edgell 
of the University of Victoria’s 
geogruphy department for the 
Capital Region Board. It was 
financed by the Pacific Forest 
Research Centre, a federal 
agency. 

The report recommends 


that an urban forest region be 
established, similar to con¬ 
cepts used in Germany, Swe¬ 
den and Great Britain. 

The forest region icould 
fake in all private forests, 
lahds, regional parks and mu¬ 
nicipal parks within the Capi¬ 
tal Region’s boundaries. 

The report urges “firm con¬ 


trols over the use of privately- 
owned forest lands” within 
the urban forest region, ad¬ 
ding that adequate compensa¬ 
tion should be provided for 
any economic losses suffered 
by land owners as a result of 
strict controls. 

It recommends the appoint¬ 
ment of a forest planning of¬ 


ficer to b£ responsible for 
planning and co-ordination of 
forest use for recreation and 
economic purposes. 

The study says firm con¬ 
trols over private forest lands 
are nothing new. In many Eu¬ 
ropean countries, such con¬ 
trols have been accepted for 
quite some time. 


Regarding the coast region 
between Jordan River and 
Port Renfrew, Edgell’s report 
says the semnwildemess will 
be visited by more and more 
residents of Greater Victoria. 

In 1973, the study says, 
44,500 people visited the 
various recreation facilities at 
Port Renfrew, an increase of 
35 per cent over 1972. 


Additional recreation facili¬ 
ties, such as campgrounds 
and picnic sites, should be 
provided by building short 
access roads to various points 
along the beach. 

The study says this would 
be preferable to having one 
continuous trail along the en¬ 
tire beach.
